Gabriel Courier Interprets the News 


ECHO 1.: It wasn’t the most signifi- 
cant of our sky-high achievements (the 
midair fielding of the Discoverer cap- 
sule and the Polaris submarine launch- 
ings were of vastly more strategic im- 
portance) but it was one at which 
people could crane their own necks in- 
person. This reporter, on a coast-to- 
coast trip, saw the clans gather at the 
appointed evening hours on California 
hilltops (where building lots little more 
than table-cloth sized were selling for 
$20,000 each), in Pennsylvania back 
yards and in New York suburbs, Those 
who missed the opening performance 
on any given night—it took the news- 
papers several days to work out the 
schedules with any degree of accuracy 
—turned up undaunted for the late-late 
show. Some viewers watched night 
after night, getting a thrill each time. 

Looking like a brilliant but slightly 
erratic star, the 10-story-tall balloon 
swiftly made its rounds 1,000 miles up 
at 16,000 miles an hour. Here was a 
Times Square spectacular advertising 
U.S. competence in space, and a good 
slice of the world could see it. The “mis- 
sile gap” between the U.S. and Russia 
was closing fast. Echo I. served to 
dramatize the fact. And for verification 
—if you think you don’t have it already 
—watch for the world-startler our scien- 
tists are hinting is to come off by the 
end of October. 


KREMLIN DRAMATICS: Speaking of 
world-startlers, don’t be surprised if Mr. 
Khrushchev comes up with a couple, 
with or without benefit of a new sum- 
mit conference on disarmament at the 
United Nations. One could be a grant 
of amnesty to Francis Powers, U-2 
pilot who has drawn a 10-year sentence. 
That one would be designed to play up 
the big, generous-hearted Uncle Nikita 
image. The other could be a sudden 
move involving West Berlin, timed for 
the moment U.S. attention is supposed 
to be preoccupied with the election. 


CAMPAIGN: Lyndon Johnson’s special 
session of Congress was intended to be 
a lush sunny field in which the Demo- 
crats could make hay. It didn’t come 
off, Such hay as was made was not 
Democratic. The session was bound to 
be “political,” with three of the top 
candidates in action in the Senate 
chamber. Sen. Johnson had supposed 
his party could easily make the Repub- 
licans look bad. He didn’t, however, 
take into account that there are Demo- 
crats and Democrats, just as there are 
Republicans and Republicans. When it 
came to a medical care plan for the 
needy aged, two liberalizing amend- 
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ments, favored respectively by Mr. 
Nixon and Mr. Kennedy, were resound- 
ingly defeated. The plan that won fol- 
lowed the Republican financing con- 
cept; thus, as one news story put it, The 
G.O.P. won “on points.” 

Senator Kennedy commented: “If 
we're going to have effective legislation 
in this and other fields, we’re going to 
have to have an Administration that will 
provide leadership and a Congress that 
will act.” 

What kind of Congress would that 
be, we wonder? It could hardly be a 
Democratic Congress, for that’s what 
Sen. Kennedy already had. 


CONGO: If there is one thing the 
presence of United Nations troops in 
Congo is proving, it is that they’ve got 
to be more than spectators, more even 
than referees. The minute, it seems to 
us, that it is demonstrated U.N. troops 
can be pushed around, that minute they 
lose their power. If a U.N. police force 
is to be effective, it must be able to keep 
the peace, even enforce it. 

The first mistake made in the Congo 
mess was for the world to assume that 
titles conferred experience and that in- 
dependence automatically brought with 
it competence in self-government. No 
force is big enough to police a people 
who have no sense of community. The 
United Nations might make its best con- 
tribution in the future—and Congo has 
served a purpose by showing the need 
for it—by training developing nations 
for independence and then certifying 
that they are ready for it. If you’re go- 
ing to have a college diploma, you 
ought to have a college education to go 
with it. 


castro: He may not last much lon- 
ger. But that’s hardly the point now. 
An epidemic is not cured by isolating 
the victim who started it all. Castro-ism 
is spreading in Latin America, and our 
own fears, however justifiable, are help- 
ing to spread it. Cuba takes over U.S. 
property, and U.S. capital is thereby 
scared out of investment in industry in 
other Latin American countries. The 
fewer U.S. dollars these other countries 
receive, the unhappier they get. The 
Communists are ready to seize upon 
financial squeezes to stir up trouble, 
point to U.S. and say, “See, it’s all their 
fault!” 

Why don’t we simply march into 
Cuba, take it over, as some are actually 
suggesting? Because we’d make every 
other Latin American nation jittery, 
and would be as roughly handled by 
France and Britain as we handled them 
in the Suez affair. Besides, once you 


start “taking over” nations, where in 
the world do you stop? 


SLACKS FOR SAINTS: A Sunday-school 
booklet for nursery and kindergarten 
classes, part of the United Church of 
Christ’s new religious education curric- 
ulum, shows Christ and His followers 
in “Bermuda” shorts or slacks and sport 
jackets, with slight beards and short 
hair. The purpose, we are told, is to 
make Sunday school more interesting 
to children and to make Bible pictures 
more alive. Eight years and a million 
dollars will have been spent on the de- 
velopment of the new curriculum, The 
Rev. Allen Kroehler of Philadelphia, the 
denomination’s director of children’s 
work, says, “We have found that chil- 
dren cannot accept the old pictures, 
which are formal, often grim, unrelated 
to what children know as reality.” 

Of course, nobody knows exactly 
what the Disciples looked like. We do 
have a pretty good idea of what they 
wore. The real point, it seems to us, is 
whether we regard religious history as 
historical fact. If so, it doesn’t make any 
more sense—and probably a good deal 
less—to put slacks on Peter than to put 
them on Columbus. Is it possible that in 
our concern to teach children that Jesus 
lives today we may inadvertently teach 
them that He never really lived at all? 


OATH: The Knights of Columbus 
oath, inserted in the Congressional 
Record in 1913 and popping up occa- 
sionally ever since, is phony and has 
been utterly repudiated by everyone 
from prelates to the P.O.A.U. It sup- 
posedly pledged K. of C. members to 
wage relentless war against all heretics, 
Protestants and Masons, by “hanging, 
burning, boiling, strangling, burying 
alive,” etc., ete.

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Are We Christian 


LMOST EVERYONE is familiar with the story of 

the Pharisee and the Publican in Luke 18. Here 

is a just man, whom today we might call a “good man,” 

so satisfied with his own righteousness that he com- 

pares himself advantageously and favorably to others. 

Usually when we read this story, or hear it preached, 

we feel indignant against the Pharisee. We might well 

ask ourselves if we may not be justifying our own sin 

through our indignation, because this story simply 
reflects the truth about many people. 

A very good example of the Pharisee is the 
twentieth-century American who—because of his own 
respectability—thinks himself superior to persons who 
indicate some form of human weakness. One of the 
most frequent illustrations of this tendency is shown 
in the attitudes of persons, otherwise kindly, consid- 
erate and loving human beings, in their relations with 
alcoholics. 

Perhaps we can understand this particular deviation 
from the normal concern which a truly Christian lay- 
man shows toward others in most relationships if we 
examine it in the light of the traditional stigma and 
misconception which has, for centuries enshrouded 
the problem of alcoholism. Because of the natural 
repugnance inspired by any form of excess, when 
abetted by the inebriate’s gross behavior, the chronic 
excessive drinker was doomed to be looked upon as 
weak-willed, inconsiderate, immoral, and of course, 
intemperate. Little thought was ever given to the 
factors or causes which might be involved in his con- 
dition. Little was understood of, and very little atten- 
tion paid to, the gradual progression of his condition 
or how he got that way. 

Until modern times we might, to some degree at 
least, have excused the lack of concern which resulted 
in the punishment and ostracism invariably afforded 
such persons, for little was known about them. There

had been no investigations, no findings, no evidence 
which might lead anyone to consider them anything 
but willful miscreants, 

Only in recent years have investigations given us 
some insight into the factors involved in the alcoholism 
of some 5,000,000 persons out of a drinking popula- 
tion of some 75,000,000 people. 

The problem of the chronic excessive drinker has 
always been one of the greatest magnitude. The in- 
roads of alcoholism upon the family, the marks it 
has left upon countless children, its effect upon the 
community and the economic waste involved, have 
always been apparent. For years, however, little could 
be done, other than attempts to reform such people 
and, if reform failed, to punish them and relegate 
them to institutions. Because moralizing and punish- 
ment both failed with amazing regularity, there was 
little evidence of hope for such people. They became 
the victims of scorn, and families considered an alco- 
holic member as bringing the highest form of disgrace 
upon the family name. 


ly 1935, however, two unrelated events took place 
which have resulted in producing the evidence which 
today gives us an entirely new viewpoint about the 
person with alcoholism, and which have thrown a 
strong beam of light on what has been heretofore a 
mystifying problem. In that year, two doctors in the 
Laboratory of Applied Physiology at Yale University 
began an exhaustive plan for research into alcoholism 
which has led to other similar studies in ensuing years, 
and these have given us the scientific findings on 
which to base new conclusions, In the same year, the 
dramatic and amazing movement known as Alcoholics 
Anonymous began in Akron, Ohio. In these groups, 
beginning with two men, thousands of alcoholics sub- 
sequently have banded together in a program of self- 
help, based on a spiritual premise, until today they 
can bear witness to more than 250,000 living recov- 


eries. 
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As these recoveries grew in number, concomitantly, 
more and more findings from scientific study, com- 
bined with the evidence of living recovery, have 
proved that alcoholics are sick people and that alco- 
holism is a disease; that alcoholics can be helped and 
are worth helping; and finally, that alcoholism repre- 
sents one of the nation’s greatest threats to the public 
health. 


. 
T ODAY, there is no need for a Christian layman de- 
siring to translate his concern for his fellow human 
beings to helping an alcoholic, to feel either hopeless 
or ineffective. If he will make himself aware of the 
information which is available, if he will turn away 
from the age-old and outmoded attitudes toward the 
alcoholic, and if he truly feels that he is his brother’s 
keeper, he may be responsible for the recovery of a 
person with alcoholism and find himself a significant 
instrument in bringing such a person to a useful, con- 
structive way of life. 

First of all, let me say that there is no need to feel 
that one has to become an “expert” in this subject to 
be helpful. One does, however, need accurate informa- 
tion, understanding and the right attitude. One must 
believe in one’s heart as well as one’s mind, that the 
victim of alcoholism is a sick person, that such a per- 
son can be helped, and that there are many resources 
ready and waiting to aid one in helping such a person 
to help himself. 

When the concerned Christian layman encounters 
the problem of alcoholism he may discover that a 
person with a very deep problem with alcohol is 
seemingly oblivious of the fact. The “denial” of an 
alcoholic is a hallmark of his condition, and is part of 
the alcoholic syndrome. Therefore it may sometimes 
be necessary (and difficult) to wait, before approach- 
ing such a person, armed with new-found knowledge 
and a zeal for help or conversion. It may involve stand- 
ing by, for a while at least, and observing the erosive 
effects of an insidious disease.

On the other hand, it may too often be easy to 
hold back because of the repugnant condition to 
which the alcoholic has brought himself. One mustn't 
wait until the alcoholic “gets a clean shirt” or becomes 
a less repulsive object to behold. One must, above all, 
cast aside any “holier than thou” attitudes, any false 
sense of respectability, which might lead to the ration- 
alization that “I can’t be of help, because nothing can 
be done for this fellow.” True Christian concern re- 
flects itself most faithfully when a man is down. 

Let us not forget how often disreputable men were 
attracted to our Lord, and what was most exasperating 
to the “good” people of His day was that He never 
dissociated Himself from them, The Scribes and 
Pharisees indeed proclaimed, “This man receiveth sin- 
ners and eateth with them!” Can we therefore, afford 
to turn aside? 


Any Christian layman may become involved with 
an alcoholic. He should be prepared to accept the 
fact that there will be heartache, tension and often 
despair in a close relationship with such a one. At the 
same time, constant patience, unwavering love and 
deep compassion—acceptance of the alcoholic as a 
person—can do much to bring him to an understand- 
ing of his condition and to his acceptance of available 
treatment. 

Indeed, the person who has alcoholism may often 
be the truest test of one’s Christian commitment. The 
“strategy” involved, the patience and forbearance 
necessary as moods vary and motivation lessens, the 
moments of encouragement and hope which suddenly 
appear to offset the frustrations, all make the effort to 
help such a person a truly challenging experience. 
Hundreds of laymen who have played a small part 
through helping at a crucial moment in some way or 
other, have found the greatest satisfactions in observ- 
ing a person freed from the devastation of this in- 
sidious disease, the power of the Holy Spirit released, 
and a man indeed made new. ® 


HOL? 
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Alcoholic 
is oo I Ch 


IF ALL the alcoholics in the United States were in one place, they 
would constitute a city larger than any of our cities except New 
York! The most reliable estimate (from the Yale Center of Alcoholic 
Studies) puts the total at just over 5,000,000 or about 4 per cent 
of the total adult population. Alcoholism is seven times as pre- 
valent as cancer. It is our nation’s third largest health problem, 
surpassed only by heart disease and mental illness. 

Figures do not really tell the story of alcoholism. Think of that 
friend or relative who is an alcoholic. Recall the suffering which 
his illness caused him and his family. Then multiply this agony 
by five million. Such an enormous load of raw human pain cannot 
be even dimly imagined, so gigantic are its dimensions. 

“Alcoholics are in need of diagnosis, understanding, guidance 
and treatment,” says a statement adopted by the National Council 
of Churches in 1958. “They are especially in need of pastoral care 
and the divine love which the church can bring them.” A number 
of major Protestant denominations have spoken out on the need 
for an enlightened Christian approach to alcoholics. 

Many people still think of all alcoholics as being Skid Row 
derelicts. Actually this stereotype applies to 10 per cent or less of 
all alcoholics. The vast majority are not homeless wanderers, they 
do not stagger down the street or engage in violent family melees. 
They are still able to hold a job, though with only a fragment of 
their potential efficiency. They are still living with their families, 
though drinking has brought chaos to all their inter-personal re- 
lationships. Most alcoholics are the so-called “hidden” alcoholics. 
They drag and drink themselves through their daily existence. 
Many of those around them do not know they are alcoholics, Fre- 
quently neither they nor their families realize that they are suffer- 
ing from a disease for which treatment is imperative, if they are 





to recover. 

An alcoholic is anyone whose use of alcohol creates a continuing 
problem in his personal, family or vocational life. Alcohol is hurting 
things that are important to him and yet he goes on drinking. This

Few alcoholics are Skid Row derelicts. 
They are medically sick, need our help, 


understanding, sympathy ... and prayers

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Thus, the alcoholic is sick. The World 
Health Organization of the U.N., the 
American Medical Association, most of 
those who work with alcoholics and 
their families designate alcoholism as 
an illness. It is a psychosomatic, pro- 
gressive, incurable disease. Psychoso- 
matic means the total organism, The 
whole person is sick! It is progressive 
because unless treated, it will become 
steadily worse, leading to mental and 
physical breakdown. Incurable, in that, 
once an individual has crossed from 
controlled to compulsive drinking he 
cannot retrace his steps. He can never 
drink in moderation; his only hope is 
permanent abstinence. Alcoholism is in- 
curable but treatable. 

When alcoholism reaches its full- 
blown siage, the person is suffering 
from at léast three different levels of 
illness. First, there is the underlying 
psychological disturbance of which the 
excessive drinking was originally a 
symptom. There is one group of scien- 
tists who believe that the pre-alcoholic 
has an atypical body chemistry which 
causes him to react addictively to al- 
cohol. There is wide agreement among 
scientists that there are characteristic 
physiological changes in many alcohol- 
ics following prolonged inebriety and 
malnutrition, Possibly these changes 
play a significant role in preventing a 
return to controlled drinking. The point 
of disagreement is whether such phys- 
iological characteristics are the cause 
or the effect of the onset of alcoholism. 

The second level of the sickness of 
alcoholism is the spiraling addiction. 
Originally, alcohol is a sort of self- 
prescribed anesthetic by which the per- 
son numbs his inner conflicts and 








anxieties, Eventually, however, he 
takes a drink in the morning to quiet 
his jangling nerves and ease the agony 
of his hangover. And, he begins to drink 
to forget the guilt and social rejection 
resulting from previous drinking. Now 
a vicious cycle has begun. He is drink- 
ing to overcome the effects of previous 
drinking. The more he drinks, the more 
he must drink and so on ad infinitum. 
A.A., through its “twenty-four hour 
plan” (keeping sober a day at a time) 
and its supportive group therapy, can 
help the alcoholic break the cycle. For 
some alcoholics a moving religious ex- 
perience or medical therapies may ac- 
complish this important goal. 


Tue third level of illness involved in 
alcoholism ‘consists of those physical 
and mental disturbances resulting from 
prolonged excessive drinking. In brief, 
these are of two types—diseases of 
withdrawal and diseases of malnutri- 
tion. Medical attention (and hospitali- 
zation in some cases), in the early phase 
of sobriety, can increase the chances of 
permanent sobriety. It may even save 
the alcoholic’s life. 

Alcoholism is a multiple illness re- 
sulting from multiple causes. Besides 
psychological and physiological causes, 
there are also socio-cultural causes. In 
the Jewish sub-culture, where the 
drinking of alcohol is more common 
than in either the Catholic or the Prot- 
estant groups, there is almost no alco- 
holism. The most cogent explanation of 
this surprising fact is that social atti- 
tudes within the Jewish group prevent 
the excessive use of alcohol. A Jewish 
person may be psychologically dis- 
turbed, but the chances are good that

Finally, if he has any part in a successful recovery, he gives thanks to a lov- 
ing God—acknowledging His healing power and realizing that he has been 
merely an instrument in this healing process. 





he will not become an alcoholic. In 

contrast, a social group which encour- 

ages the heavy use of alcohol tends to 
steer troubled persons toward alco- 
holism. A cross-cultural study by 

W.H.O. discovered that the more a 

given group regards the heavy use of 

alcohol as normal behavior, the less 
disturbed a person must be in order to 
become an alcoholic. 

Alcohol is a necessary but not a suf- 
ficient cause of alcoholism. Obviously 
no one becomes an alcoholic without 
alcohol. But apparently it produces the 
disease only when other factors are also 
present in the individual. When a par- 
ticular combination of psychological, 
physiological and cultural factors come 
to focus in a person who drinks, he be- 
comes an alcoholic. The alcoholic is 
not sick simply because he drinks too 
much, He may drink too much because 
his personality is already sick. His 
drinking makes him doubly sick. 

There are also spiritual factors in 
the causation of alcoholism, Man has 
certain spiritual needs—for a sense of 
meaning, for feelings of value and up- 
lift and transcendence. Sound religion 
provides lasting answers to these needs. 
Alcohol gives temporary and pseudo- 
answers to these needs for many who 
have not found satisfying spiritual life. 
The co-founder of A.A. put it this way: 
“Before A.A., we were trying to drink 
God out of a bottle.” 

Early treatment of alcoholism is of 
great importance. Here are some com- 
mon alcoholic symptoms which can 
help one recognize the illness. As they 
are listed, they give an outline of the 
developmental pattern of alcoholism: 
Increased dependence on alcohol as a per- 

sonality crutch (the most prominent 

symptom of the earliest stage). 

Blackouts (temporary amnesia during 
heavy drinking). 

Sneaking drinks (drinking more than one’s 
group considers proper). 

Defensiveness and rationalization about 
drinking. 

Week-end drunks. - 

Marital difficulties related to excessive 
drinking. 

Loss of control of the amount one drinks 
(one drink leads to a chain reaction ). 
Losing friends because of drinking be- 

havior. 

Drinking in the morning. 

Losing time from work because of drink- 
ing. 

Midweek drunks (loss of control of the 
occasion of drinking ). 

Increased family chaos. ( Wife tries franti- 
cally to control husband’s drinking). 
Losing advancement on job because of 

drinking. 

Daytime drunks, 

Loss of job. 

Wife takes over role as head of the family 
and provider. May or may not divorce 
husband. 

Drinking alone.

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Have You Lost 
Your Audience?

i > problem of the church today is not that the gospel has lost its power, but 
that the church has lost its audience. 

On a group level, frequently no one is listening when the gospel is preached. 
And this is usually because contact has been lost with non-Christians on a personal 
level. 

A friend recently discussed the whole question of personal witness with me, 
He has been a Christian for more than twenty years and is a successful business- 
man with a prominent firm. When he came to see me, he had begun to think that 
God wanted him to witness to his next-door neighbors. “But,” he said rather 
desperately, “I don’t have any idea of what to say to them. If I invited them into 
my house, they wouldn’t enjoy the things we do, and if I were invited into their 
home, I wouldn't be able to do some of the things I know they would invite us 
to do.” 

Though successful in his business dealings with people, my friend was at a 
complete loss when it came to witnessing to his next-door neighbor. And so he 
took the easy path to isolation, which avoided the problems. It also left his 
neighbors unevangelized. 

Unfortunately he is not alone in thus resolving the problem. 

This tragic situation has arisen for two reasons, one doctrinal, the other practical. 

Doctrinally, a perversion of Biblical truth has received almost universal accep- 
tance: that separation from the world means isolation from the world. 

This misconception interprets the world as people and external things rather 
than as the whole world system and its values, Consequently a person who has 
as little contaet as possible with non-Christians, and who abstains from certain 
material things or activities, is thereby considered spiritual; whereas one who has 
contact with non-Christians and participates in some “worldly” activities is auto- 
matically considered worldly. The question of why a person does or does not do 
something is completely ignored. 

Recently a Christian professor in a state university told me of being at a pro- 
fessional meeting his department sponsored on campus. (Continued on page 78)

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HE alcoholic can be helped. Let that word be heard by everyone 
who is anxious about the uncontrolled drinking of a friend or relative. 
Those who are closest to him and who bear the brunt of his alcoholic 
mistakes and misdeeds so that his problems are inevitably and un- 
avoidably their problems, are also in the best position to offer him 
real help. 

Helping an alcoholic is never simple or easy. Some of the methods 
used by well-meaning friends and relatives—and ministers or church 
people—serve only to aggravate the condition they were intended 
to relieve. 

A mistake made by many is to assume that the wildly intemperate 
behavior of an alcoholic is mostly a matter of “will power,” that he could 
straighten up if he really wanted to, and that he fails to do so because 
he is irresponsible or stubborn or stupid. So they scold, wheedle, 
argue, entreat, threaten, trick, or force him into this or that “solution” 
of his problem. These methods fail because they are based on a misunder- 
standing of the alcoholic, of the nature of his disorder, and of his need. 

To be sure, an alcoholic’s behavior is often so exasperating that the 
people around him are strongly tempted to react hastily, impulsively, 
and unwisely in ways that are decidedly unhelpful. It takes grace 
anid patience not to do the wrong things. 

Nothing should be done that would tend to arouse resentment 
or distrust. This is a rule of the highest importance. One who shows 
symptoms of alcoholism needs to know that he has friends who 
know his worst yet believe in his best, and who love him when he 
despises himself. The time will come, perhaps sooner than one may dare 
hope or expect, when the alcoholic sufferer admits that he can no 
longer cope with his problem alone, and needs someone 
near and ready to whom he can turn for help. 

Let us consider some of the positive steps that may be taken 
in helping an alcoholic. 

1. Information about alcoholism is a prerequisite for anyone who 
tries to do something with or for an alcoholic. 

Fortunately, there is a growing abundance of dependable literature 
about alcoholism. Helpful articles have appeared in leading magazines 
in recent years, and a large number of important non-technical books 
have made their appearance. In over 60 cities across the country, 
local committees on alcoholism have been formed. In the main they are 
branches of the National Council on Alcoholism with headquarters 
in New York City (2 East 103d Street). In 30 or more cities, these 
committees have set up information centers staffed by trained persons 
who are able to counsel and assist families. In all of them, volunteers 
are available to give information, provide literature, and recommend 
treatment facilities in the community. 

Open meetings of Alcoholics Anonymous are another resource for 
persons seeking information about alcohol addiction. AA groups are 
within easy reach of most people who wish to know how the problem 
appears from the inside. No matter how much a person will have read 
about alcoholism he will learn a great deal by listening to recovered 
alcoholics tell their stories in AA meetings. Consult your local 
telephone directory, or the phone directory of the nearest larger city, 
for the telephone contact and address of the nearest AA group. 

In many communities there are ministers who are prepared to counsel 
with a person seeking to be informed about alcoholism. It is still true 
that some members of the clergy have very little understanding 
of the subject. But an increasing number of ministers across the land 
are genuinely interested in helping alcoholics, and have acquired 
a good working knowledge about the problem. 

2. Another prerequisite, along with information, is a positive 
attitude toward the alcoholic. It is extremely important for anyone 
in a position to help to think of him as being ill, 
and to deal with him accordingly. 

When a person is suffering from a nervous disease, it is customary 
for those around him to recognize - (Continued on page 65)

OYOHIKO KAGAWA, Japan’s great 

Christian leader, once said in a refer- 
ence to his work amid Tokyo’s slums, “It is 
like building a rescue station at the bottom 
of a cliff to help those who have fallen over, 
without working at the top of the cliff to 
keep others from falling.” 

This is very much the picture of alcoholism 
rehabilitation today. Rehabilitation is 
important. Churches and churchmen have a 
fundamental responsibility to do everything 
possible to help alcoholics and their families. 
But with 145,000 new alcoholics a year, 
rehabilitation will not stem the tide of 
alcoholism. 

“Get everyone to stop drinking and there 
will be no alcoholism,” say some. 

Worthy as this goal may be, we must admit 
that it will be a long time before the Ameri- 
can public accepts abstinence on a nation- 
wide basis. And the number of alcoholics is 
increasing every day. 

“Of course,” say others. “Outlaw all 
alcoholic beverages and we will have no 
alcoholism,” 
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Here, too, is a worthy goal. But even with- 

out the commercial distribution of intoxi- 
cants there are bootleg liquors, bathtub gin, 
canned heat and lemon extract. Alcoholics 
have been known to sell good quality liquor 
to buy cheap substitutes, thus obtaining more 
alcohol. And though many noted sociologists 
have predicted far greater control of alcoholic 
beverages in the future, these are predictions 
for the future, not the next few years. 

We cannot wait. Churches and churchmen 
must work toward these goals. But a sound 
program of alcoholism prevention will need 
a much broader base. It must take into 
account many other factors, and it must 
begin to have effect now. 

What are some of the possibilities for 
alcoholism prevention: 

1. Encouraging abstinence. Certainly it is 
true that no abstainer ever became an alco- 
holic. Churches have long recognized this 
valid step in prevention. The Methodist 
Church has held a “Commitment to Absti- 
nence Sunday” each year for more than a 
decade. There is a Catholic Total Abstinence 








Union, its membership growing steadily. 
More than 20 Protestant denominations urge 
and encourage abstinence on the part of their 
members. But experience has already proved 
that the urging of abstinence alone cannot 
solve the problem. 

2. Strengthening the family. No one knows 
for sure what combination of factors precede 
alcoholism. It appears to be an illness of body, 
mind and spirit. But it is true that many 
alcoholics come from broken homes, homes in 
which discipline was not balanced by love, or 
homes so rigid in their approach to alcohol 
that the children were literally driven to 
drink. This is not to imply that parents 
should not discipline their children or that 
abstinence should not be encouraged. But 
churches can do much to help parents and 
children develop attitudes and understand- 
ing which will build happy and healthy home 
lives. The home is the one factor most im- 
portant in developing future habit patterns 
and practices. And a healthy personality is 
one of the best kinds of insurance against 
alcoholism. (Continued on page 40)

Footsteps of Livingstone (American 
Bible Society, color, 28 min.) It would 
be hard to find anything more relevant 
just now than a film of Kasai Province, 
Congo, which this is. Cities mentioned 
—Leopoldville, Luluaborg and Brazza- 
ville—have become very familiar 
through our newspapers. It is most in- 
teresting to see missionaries, including 
a flying doctor, at work, Congolese 
colporteurs selling Bible portions and 
literacy teachers using the Laubach 
primers, This will increase interest in 
missionary work and Christian concern 
for persons in that troubled land.

E.ditorially Speaking... 


NOV.3S 


HE political conventions have spoken (also 

shouted, snake-danced, hand-clapped and balloon 
popped ). The campaign is now in full cry. On Novem- 
ber 8 comes the “moment of truth” for which all the 
rest was made. 

In the first two acts of the drama, we the people were 
largely spectators. In the fina] act, we the people are 
the makers of history. On November 8, we the people 
are all-powerful. Destiny rests at the blunt points of 
our voting booth pencils. The click of a voting machine 
lever is a small sound, but cumulatively it rolls out a 
resounding crash. 

That November 8 is uniquely the Day of the Citizen 
gives one a proud kind of feeling. But it also shoulders 
one with a sobering and even frightening kind of Ameri- 
can responsibility. The same balloting booth curtain 
that shuts the voter away from every other soul shuts 
him in with his own soul. No man can tell him how to 
vote, or know, if he does not wish it known, how he 
has voted. He is answerable only to his own conscience. 

These things are true of any election, any year. They 
will be strikingly true November 8, for this is not just 
any election nor any year. There are issues to be re- 
solved and pressures to be faced frankly that make 
this one a different kind of Presidential election. There 
are evil forces either rampaging in the world or biding 
their time that make this a different kind of yvear—so 
climactically different that the next Presidential term 
will see our freedom strengthened, even assured, or 
our freedom weakened, even lost. 

November 8 will be no mere holiday. Rather, it will 
have much of the mood of a holy day. 

What makes this election so different? Aside from 
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the platforms of the two parties—alike in objectives but 
seeking to achieve those objectives by two diverse 
routes—the Presidential candidates themselves intro- 
duce a new element into November 8. There is no 
question about the loyalty of either of them. Both would 
give their very lives—as in World War II they offered 
them—to preserve America’s freedom. The big question 
is simply which can more confidently be entrusted with 
America’s future. This is a question only we the people 
can answer. 

The voter in the booth on November 8 will think of 
many things, as he reaches for the pencil or the lever. 
Some of the things he will think about he has been told 
he should not think about. 

Experience, for example. Which candidate is better 
qualified by experience to be President? And what con- 
stitutes experience? Nixon backers point to their can- 
didate’s years as a member of the top strategy making 
National Security Council, his missions to far places, 
his aplomb under the barbs of Premier Khrushchev and 
the stones of Latin American agitators. Kennedy back- 
ers, on the other hand, tell of their candidate’s career in 
the House of Representatives, the United States Senate, 
his war record, the advantages of a fresh viewpoint. 

Senator Kennedy was 43 years old in May, a youth- 
fulness which some have regarded as a handicap. The 
Senator, seeking a favorable climate for youth, has ob- 
served that numbers of world leaders in their finest 
hours were even younger men. Mr. James Reston, 
tongue in cheek, called attention to the close of Senator 
Kennedy’s acceptance speech, in which he quoted from 
the Bible (King James, rather than Douay version, by 
the way): “They that wait upon the Lord shall renew

their strength; they shall mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run, and not be weary”—and to the verse from 
Isaiah, chapter 40, which immediately preceded it, and 
which the candidate understandably enough did not 
quote: “Even the youths shall faint and be weary, and 
the young men shall utterly fall.” 

But Mr. Nixon at 47 (as of last January) is also a 
young man, as Presidents go. 

Both tickets are balanced with older men; Henry 
Cabot Lodge is 58 and Lyndon Johnson is 52. 


\ EALTH is another factor that will cross the voter’s 
mind at least fleetingly. Mr. Kennedy is the son of a 
multi-millionaire and wealthy in his own right; Mr. 
Nixon is not. Kennedy family funds helped to secure 
the nomination for the Senator. On the other hand, the 
availability of similar family funds would have kept 
Mr. Nixon from a public inquisition over his modest 
“Nixon fund” eight years ago. 

Is it necessary to have big money to secure the nom- 
ination or to win the White House? Again on the other 
hand, in this land of free enterprise, is it at least as 
honorable to be wealthy as to be in only moderate cir- 
cumstances? Voters will make up their own minds. 
And they have the right to make up their own minds. 

The issue which is most often said to be not an issue 
at all, which has been repeatedly swept under the rug, 
but which refuses to be disposed of so casually, is reli- 
gion. This election is different from every other Presi- 
dential election which has been held in the United 
States, save for that of 1928, because one of the candi- 
dates is a Roman Catholic. This is a fact which is at 
least as important as the shape of Mr. Nixon’s nose 
(which may lose him some votes) or the boyish comb 
of Mr. Kennedy’s hair (which may lose him some votes). 
Religion is important in an election because it is impor- 
tant, or should be important, to the man who practices 
it. Anything that helps to make the man is important to 
voters when that man runs for public office and par- 
ticularly for the highest office in the land. To call such 
concern bigotry only when that concern touches reli- 
gion is to compound the uneasiness which motivated 
the concern in the first place. 

Senator Kennedy himself has recognized the issue by 
naming, as announced in the daily press on August 25, 
“James W. Wine, a Presbyterian elder, to head a cam- 
paign unit dealing with the religious issue.” Mr. Wine 
resigned as an Associate General Secretary of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches (Protestant) to join the 
Kennedy campaign family. 

The “religious issue” is one which voters will face on 
November 8. What they do with it is their own business. 
It is no one’s business to tell them they must act as if 
it does not exist. 

What, basically, is the “religious issue”? Simply 
whether the Roman Catholic Church, which claims to 
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have the last word over every area of life, including the 
political, will, under any usual or unusual set of cir- 
cumstances, hold a veto over the President of the 
United States. A particular church is involved because 
only a particular church claims such sweeping jurisdic- 
tion. As recently as May 18, Osservatore Romano, Vati- 
can City newspaper and official organ of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, stated that it was the right of the 
church to guide its members who are in the field of 
politics. A syndicated article in Roman Catholic news- 
papers throughout Italy, replying to American reaction 
to the May 18 statement, declared that the church in- 
tervened in political matters only when “spiritual in- 
terests were directly and gravely threatened,” and that 
in such cases of intervention it demands “docility and 
sincere and prompt obedience.” 

Any church worth its salt seeks to guide its members 
who are in the field of politics, as in any other field. One 
would be naive to suppose that President Eisenhower’s 
Presbyterian pastor, Dr. Edward L. R. Elson, has not 
himself sought to do a little “guiding” on occasion. 
Protestant church councils and lobbyists have certainly 
sought in behalf of their own convictions to bring pres- 
sures to bear upon any pressurable official. 

Perhaps the difference is that Protestant officials have 
rather consistently not reacted with “docility” nor was 
it expected nor could it have been demanded. Perhaps 
a Catholic President would not do so either. Italy is of 
course not the United States. 


\\ OULD a Roman Catholic President feel as free to 
take part in special services held in Protestant churches 
as Protestant Presidents do in Roman Catholic 
churches? The Red Mass held yearly in Washington for 
the judiciary is well attended by Protestants, though— 
and indeed probably because—it is specifically, pre- 
cisely and intentionally a religious service. Would this 
work in reverse? As recently as June, the newly-elected 
Roman Catholic Mayor of Chester, England, in order 
to attend not a religious service but a civic service in 
an Anglican church had to do it over pressure to the 
contrary from his bishop. England is not the United 
States. But neither is England Italy. 

How would Senator Kennedy react to such pressures, 
were he President? One can only note how he has re- 
acted in the past, and what he says he would do in the 
future. 

In December, 1947, then-Congressman Kennedy can- 
celled an engagement, which he had previously ac- 
cepted, to speak at an interfaith dinner held at the 
Bellevue Stratford Hotel, Philadelphia. He cancelled 
upon the request of a Cardinal of his church. The din- 
ner marked the completion of a campaign to build the 
Chapel of Four Chaplains, commemorating the heroic 
deaths of a Catholic, a Jewish and two Protestant chap- 
lains, who gave their lifebelts and with them their 
lives for four soldiers on the torpedoed S.S. Dorchester 
during World War II. 
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In a letter written to me dated March 14, 1960, Sen- 
ator Kennedy began a correspondence relating to his 
cancelling of the engagement. There was an exchange 
of four letters. In my final letter of June 30, 1960, I cov- 
ered again points of our disagreement but concluded: 
“I grant you complete honesty in this matter and I am 
anxious to begin with that. Your statements during your 
primary campaign satisfy me as of ‘here and now.’ 

“Am I correct, then, in assuming that as of your 
statements, even had His Eminence, Cardinal Dough- 
erty, requested you not to keep the engagement, as 
Congressman from Massachusetts you would have kept 
it?” 

Replying in a letter dated July 23, 1960, Senator Ken- 
nedy gave me so direct an answer to my direct question 
that I wrote, “For me, Senator Kennedy’s statement is 
forthright and significantly American. As of here and 
now and for possible future public occasions, Senator 
Kennedy declares himself specifically and without qual- 
ification.” 

On August 8 I wired the Senator asking his permis- 
sion to publish my letter and his reply in full in this 
issue of CuristiAN HERALp. Receiving no reply, on Au- 


gust 19 I wrote the Senator giving the portion of our 


two exchange letters covering my question and his reply 
and asking his consent to print. We reached the absolute 
deadline for this issue without receiving his consent or 
any reply. 

But there remains this vital issue for which the Sen- 
ator is not responsible. Mr. Arthur Krock, Washington 
correspondent of the New York Times, has referred to 
it as “the ‘misnamed’ religious issue, which actually 
arises from the hierarchial and authoritarian nature of 
the Catholic Church in prescribing attitudes on ques- 
tions that enter the area of political action.” 

Confronted by Senator Kennedy’s declaration of com- 
plete freedom of purpose and action in all political 
matters, would the Roman Catholic Church reverse 
itself or remain silent? The issue that joins in this 
question is only one issue in the present national cam- 
paign, but for millions of American citizens, it is one 
issue. The voters will have to make up their own minds 
about Senator Kennedy’s motivations and the pressures 
that have been or may be brought to bear upon him, 
and they have not only the right but the duty as re- 
sponsible citizens to make up their own minds. 

The “religious issue” cuts both ways. In the privacy 
of the voting booth, we the people may and must give 
the religious loyalties of the candidates all the attention 
they deserve, but not more than they deserve. Religion 
is one factor—legitimate and relevant—but it is not the 
only factor. 

In the New York Times of April 22, James Reston 
quoted a statement prepared by Kennedy’s staff “and 
circulated with his consent” in 1956 when the senator 
was actively campaigning for the Vice-Presidential 
nomination: 

“A Catholic Vice-Presidential candidate could . . . 
bring in a new era of Democratic victories. . . . If he 
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brought into the Democratic fold only those normally 
Democratic Catholics who voted for Ike (in 1952), he 
would probably swing New York, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Pennsylvania and Illinois—for 182 
electoral votes. 

“If he also wins the votes of Catholics who shifted 
to the Republicans in 1948 or earlier, he could: also 
swing New Jersey, Minnesota, Michigan, California, 
Wisconsin, Ohio, Maryland, Montana and maybe even 
New Hampshire—for a total of 265 electoral votes 
(needed to. win: 266). Thus Ike could and would be 
defeated.” 

Mr. Reston concludes, “The bigots and the sons of 
bigots do exist on both sides of this argument . . . and 
they are not going to vanish by pretending that bloc 
voting does not exist.” 


Sossoninie the Reston reference to “bloc voting” 
is the result of a poll announced on August 22 by Jubilee, 
a national Roman Catholic magazine—68 per cent of its 
readers favoring Kennedy for President and 16 per cent 
favoring Nixon. Significantly, in March a poll made by 
this journal showed 45 per cent for Kennedy and 31 per 
cent for Nixon—a gain of 23 per cent for Kennedy in 
Roman Catholic votes in six months. 

Is it either wise or flattering to take the position 
suggested by a Yonkers, N.Y., rabbi, who has said that 
“a citizen of the Catholic faith must be elected to the 
Presidency of the United States”? His reasoning: “The 
election of a member of the Catholic faith would attest 
to the fact that our democracy is ‘of the people’ without 
qualification or limitation. . . . America will witness, 
once a Catholic is elected, that his faith like that of the 
many men who have served in the Presidency, will not 
affect his service to the nation and thus the issue of 
Catholicism will disappear as it has in all other offices 
than the Presidency.” 

This viewpoint forgets that we are not voting for a 
Roman Catholic or for a Protestant or for a Jew. We 
are voting for a President. 

November 8 is indeed the day of heart-searching. 
It is the day we the people will make up our minds, 
and we will make up our minds on the basis of every 
kind of evidence that makes sense to us. 

It’s not up to any magazine or pulpit or newspaper 
or labor union to tell us how to vote, That’s our deci- 
sion, and only ours, It is one we will have to live with 
not only for four years but one which will help shape 
the world for ali time. 

All anyone has the right to do is raise the questions, 

We-—you and I and all of us—will supply the answer 
on November 8. 
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HE MADE MUSIC OUT OF 


FRUSTRATION 


O greater musical fiasco could be 
imagined than that which seemed 
in the making at Berlin’s austere Acad- 
emy of Song in March of 1829. A ram- 
bling work so unwieldy that it called for 
two sets of orchestras and choruses was 
in rehearsal. A Passion based on the 
Gospel of St. Matthew, it had caused 
scarcely a ripple of attention at its first 
performance, 100 years before. Its com- 
poser was as little known as the music; 
Johann Sebastian Bach had lain in an 
unmarked grave for eight decades. The 
sacred part of Jesus was to be sung by 
a young comic actor, And conducting 
this Passion music, its unknown dis- 
coverer, was a 20-year-old Jew named 
Felix Mendelssohn, who would stand 
before a combined orchestra and chorus 
for the first time. 

Mendelssohn had discovered this 
music when he was 14 and read the 
manuscript at his teacher’s home. It be- 
came his favorite study and four years 
later he assembled a small chorus to 
sing parts of it. But it had almost no 
other credentials. 

Yet, members of the Academy spread 
such favorable reports of the rehearsals 
that, for the public performance, every 
seat was taken and 1000 people were 
turned away. From the first notes the 
listeners were swept up in a tide of re- 
ligious emotion, for the St. Matthew 
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Passion is probably the most deeply 
stirring music ever written. The audi- 
ence was hushed as in a great cathedral 
by the lyric solos, the moving arias of 
contemplation, the ringing hymns of 
exaltation. The audience heard and felt 
deeply; it also saw. For so great was the 
genius of this unknown Bach that he 
had been able—with mere notes—to 
paint vivid stage scenery and create 
mood lighting. Each time Christ spoke, 
for example, the composer had _sur- 
rounded the words with a shimmering 
“halo” of sounds played on the strings. 
As Christ was led away, sounds evoked 
a picture of footsteps dragging under 
the weight of the cross. Notes-uncan- 
nily shaped the cross, depicted the slow 
shedding of tears. 

So successful was the performance 
that it had to be repeated not once, but 
twice—to packed halls, Thanks to Men- 
delssohn a sudden interest was kindled 
in Bach’s immortal music and great 
composers fanned the enthusiasm. Cho- 
pin advised all pianists to study Bach 
closely and said, “This is the highest 
and best school; no one will ever create 
a more ideal one.” Investigation re- 
vealed that many unpublished master- 
pieces by Bach had fortunately survived 
time’s destructive hand—Passions, Mas- 
ses and Oratorios, church cantatas, 
works for orchestras, string instruments, 


forerunners of the modern piano, Bach 
societies sprang up in Germany and 
Europe to search out, publish and per- 
form these neglected works. 

During his life as church organist and 
composer, Bach ground out thousands 
of compositions, much as a minister 
prepares a weekly sermon. Bach knew 
that his successors would no more be 
interested in performing his music than 
he had been in performing works by 
his predecessors. His compositions were 
accepted by the parishioners just as 
routinely. Not one of his church works 
did he ever bother to have published; 
some of them, left in a church-school 
cupboard, were said to have been used 
later by schoolboys to wrap their sand- 
wiches. 

Any praise Bach received during his 
lifetime was for how he played the 
organ and early piano, for assuredly he 
was a virtuoso at the keyboard, Only 
since Mendelssohn’s performance of 
Bach’s masterpiece and the revival of 
interest in this music have we learned 
that what Bach played towers as one 
of the loftiest monuments in all music. 

Today, Bach is entrenched in our 
hearts and lives. Only Mozart and Bee- 
thoven have more of their music on 
long-playing records. A record com- 
pany, the Bach Guild, devoted exclu- 
sively to Bach and his period has sold 
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well over one million records, This year, 
seven foreign countries on four con- 
tinents are holding Bach festivals, At 
least seven American cities have had 
special Bach events in recent years. The 
best known of the Bach Festivals, the 
festival held each spring at Bethlehem, 
Pa., got its start at the end of the last 
century when a local organist, J. Fred- 
erick Wolle, went to Europe to study. 
He was so overpowered by Bach's 
music that he returned home deter- 
mined to start a festival, that it might 
be properly celebrated in his home 
town. He used his church choir as a 
nucleus, and enlisted the aid of anyone 
who could carry a tune. After two years 
of rehearsing, he was ready to give the 
first performance in this country of the 
B-minor Mass. Now in its 53rd year, 
the Bethlehem event draws thousands 
of people from nearly every state and 
many foreign countries to hear Bach’s 
music ring out from a choir of some 200

HERE are superficial thinkers—some of whom call

answer, for our forefathers started out holding no 
more than a beachhead on the edge of a vast, wild, 
unbroken continent—from which they had to literally 
hew and dig and build this mighty nation. But hard 
work is not the only answer. Men everywhere—Chinese 
coolies, Russian serfs, Italian peasants—haye worked from time immemorial. 
No, it has taken something more than work to make America. 

Perhaps the answer is that we are a breed apart? That we have more brains, 
greater intelligence? Again the answer is not satisfying. Our forefathers came 
from a score of European countries where they endured the same hardships, 
suffered the same privations, knew the same indignities as those who remained 
there. It’s not solely a question of gray matter. 

What is it then? Let us go back to that core-hard question of our national 
greatness. A part of the answer lies here: In the American way of life there has 
been from the very beginning, an incentive for a man to work, There was an 
incentive to work because there was an incentive to save; there was the incentive 
to save because there was an incentive to invest. America is the result of natural 
resources plus labor plus invested capital. America today has the power that it 
has, and the American people today enjoy the living standard which they have, 
because under private ownership and with the incentive of free enterprise, in 
open competition, the American people produce more than any other people. 
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God’s Order 
For Evangelism 


The command, ‘“‘to the Jew first’’ 
(Rom. 1:16) has to do with order, not 
preference. It does not mean that the 
Jew is better than the Gentile or that he 
deserves Christ as Savior one bit more, 
for neither does; but one must begin 
somewhere.

It is 
prescribing order to assure that His 
ancient people Israel will not be neg- 
lected. 


How else can one explain the peculiar 
blessing that inevitably falls upon those 
who follow this order ? How else can one 
account for the thrill that comes to be- 
lievers when they testify to a Jew that 
Jesus is the Messiah ?

TEXT: “So David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling and with a stone, 
and smote the Philistine and slew him; 
but there was no sword in the hand of 
David.” 1 Samuel 17:50 


tbe Old Testament is not only a 
book of history which reveals to us 
the great seed plots of God’s plan of 
redemption for the human race, but it 
is also a book which unfolds something 
of the great truths of the New Testa- 
ment, and puts them before us in pic- 
ture language, that we may apply them 
to our hearts and lives today. 

One such truth of immense signifi- 
cance is in the book of Samuel, the 
story of David and Goliath which has 
been taught to us from earliest child- 
hood. The history of it, at least in out- 
line, is familiar to most of us, but what 
concerns me is that we might grasp the 
reality of its spiritual significance. 

In the first place, we see a magnifi- 
cent giant who is arrayed before us in 
all his glory in I Samuel 17:4-6. Here is 
a most impressive picture, and I cannot 
think of a better description of him. 
He was brass all over, on his head, 
shoulders, chest and legs, inspiring awe 
upon all as he strutted up and down 
one side of the valley! The staff of his 
spear was like a weaver’s beam, his 
spear’s head was six hundred shekels 
of iron and one bearing a shield went 
before him. He taunted Israel, “Why 
are ye come out to set your battle in 
array? Choose you a man for you, and 
let him come down to me.” For 40 days 
he daily threw the challenge at them.

This giant seemed absolutely invul- 
nerable, but not only that; he was also 
irrepressible in his arrogance and in 
his sheer defiance of the people of God. 
He was calling for a man, and sug- 
gested that instead of two pitched 
armies going into the fight, that each 
should have a representative. He said 
in effect, “If the man you choose kills 
me, then will we be your servants; but 
if I prevail against him and kill him, 
then you shall be our servants.” He was 
prepared to be the representative of 
the Philistines, and all he asked was for 
the people of God to decide upon their 
representative to settle the issue. What 
happened. to Goliath would happen to 
his followers. What happened to the 
representative of the people of God 
would happen to them also. 

The other side of the valley presents 
a pathetic picture. Here is a people in 
covenant relationship with God and 
who belong to God, fighting in a terri- 
tory which belongs to them, and yet 
they are petrified with fear as Goliath 
lashes out with his defiance. All the 
Israelites could do was organize them- 
selves to fight, get themselves well 
trained and equipped and acquainted 
with the situation, and then be in array 
to meet the enemy. But when the 
enemy comes in sight they are afraid. 

It surely is impossible for any of us 
to escape the significance of that con- 
trast. There could scarcely be a more 
impressive picture of Satan and _ his 
power than this. Imperious and scintil-

analyzes the results of our poll on your hymn choices 


N THE JULY ISSUE of Curist1aAn 
HERALD you were invited to name 
your choices for America’s favorite 
hymns. You must have pretty strong 
feelings about your favorites because 
the response was fantastic. More than 
20,000 readers (there were 30,000 
votes all told) responded to the nation- 
wide poll. The July article, “Hymns 
Are for Singing” was reprinted and sent 
to ministers and laymen throughout the 
country and votes came from them also. 
Your co-operation has given us a 
very good idea of the hymns America 
loves best. Perhaps that should read 
“hymns the world loves best” because 
we had large numbers of votes from 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Eng- 
land and other countries. 


Besides the post cards, many heart- 
warming letters addressed to me as 
the Christian Herald Singer assured me 
that you agree that the church needs 
hymn singers not only in the choir loft 
but in the pew, and that this can be 
assured only by bringing hymn-singing 
back to a prominent place in our homes 
and lives. 

The letters touched me deeply. 
“Congregational singing is almost a past 
art—or I should say a neglected habit,” 
wrote one reader. “Thank you for awak- 
ening us to a most spiritual need.” 
Another said, “Through the dear old 
hymns I was led to Christ and through 
them I have come to love and know 
Him better.” One letter echoed a con- 
cern of many, “From my childhood up 


hymns and gospel songs have been ser- 
mons to me. What a heartache it has 
been to see the old comforting hymns 
left out of the new modern church song 
books.” 

Almost everyone has a favorite hymn 
and we would hardly expect prefer- 
ences to agree—but 1,666 different 
hymns were listed as your favorites. 
Think of it! Just singing two or three 
verses of each, it would take four solid 
days of singing every minute to get 
through 1,666 hymns! 

We weren’t too surprised to find “The 
Old Rugged Cross” way out in front in 
the poll. While most favorite hymns are 
quite old (only 7 out of the top 50 were 
written in this century), “The Old

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3. Developing a climate of emotion- 
less understanding. There is more emo- 
tion and less understanding about the 
drinking question than about almost any 
other widely prevalent social practice. 
Drinkers and non-drinkers, even in ur- 
ban circles, find themselves drawn up 
in two camps. Drinkers often drink 
more, as a rejection of those who seem 
to be judging them. And abstainers 
often become coercive in their abstin- 
ence. A clear and intelligent under- 
standing of the reasons why people 
drink and why others abstain, devel- 
oped in an atmosphere of mutual re- 
spect for differing points of view, could 
do much to destroy the emotion and 
tension. 

4. Changing public attitudes toward 
drinking. A famous general was re- 
cently quoted widely as saying, “I can’t 
trust a man who doesn’t drink.” On 
many campuses, every young fraternity 
pledge must prove he can “hold his 
liquor” to prove that he is a man, In 
our living rooms we often laugh loud- 
est at the comedy drunk on TV. 

A climate in which binges, drinking 
while driving, college beer busts, get- 
ting “high” at a party are abhorred 
rather than tolerated, could mean much 
in the prevention of alcoholism. 

5. Developing early recognition of 
symptoms. While every alcoholic is dif- 
ferent, certain key signs of danger are 
evident. One church has developed a 
little leaflet that lists 20 questions for 
the social drinker. If he answers yes to 
more than two, the chances are he is in 
danger of becoming an alcoholic. 

6. Deglamorizing drinking. The liq- 
uor, beer and wine industries have been 
very successful in their campaigns to 
make the use of alcohol socially ac- 
ceptable. Pressures to conform to the 
drinking pattern are often overwhelm- 
ing, especially to young people. 

The importance which is placed on 
drinking in business and _ social life 
seems completely out of proportion. 
This atmosphere has been carefully cre- 
ated through a multi-million dollar ad- 
vertising and propaganda campaign. A 
cultural atmosphere which would rec- 
ognize alcohol for what it is, strip it of 
its glamor, and remove the social and 
business pressures to conform, could be 
an atmosphere in which alcoholism 
would be much less prevalent. 


A LTHOUGH none of these sugges- 
tions will by itself solve the problem, 
your church can do a great deal to 
prevent alcoholism. 

First, good alcohol education must 
deal with drinking, drunkenness and 
alcoholism; a study of the dangers of 
social drinking, of the problems which

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relate to drunkenness, and of the toll 
of alcoholism. 

Second, alcohol education must be 
sound education, not coercion, and not 
propagandistic preaching. It must con- 
tain facts, faith and freedom. It must 
deal with facts that are complete, ac- 
curate and up-to-date. 

It must make clear principles within 
the Christian faith which apply to this 
particular social problem. 

And it must allow intellectual free- 
dom for each individual so that de- 
cisions can be made in the light of what 
each Christian knows and_ believes. 

A church in Iowa decided to set aside 
a number of Sunday evening fellowship 
programs for alcohol education. In Ten- 
nessee a Sunday morning Men’s Bible 
Class made a special study of alcohol 
and the Christian Faith. In New York 
a group decided to study social pres- 
sures connected with the drinking prac- 
tice; they met on week nights. Time 
and place aren’t important—content is. 

The family evening fellowship group 
in Iowa presented the facts about alco- 
hol with a series of audio-visuals, Then 
‘they split up into adult and youth sec- 
tions for discussion, There is a new set 
of sound filmstrips just available for 
that very purpose. Titled Basic Infor- 
mation About Alcohol, the series sells 
for $6 per filmstrip or $20 for a set of 
four: Alcohol and the Human Body, 
Alcohol and Personality, Alcohol and 
Social Problems, Alcohol and the Chris- 
tian Faith. A leader's guide accom- 
panies each filmstrip with questions 
and answers for discussion. (For more 
information, or to order copies, write: 
Service Department, 100 Maryland 
Avenue, N.E., Washington 2, D.C.) 

These resources took care of the first 
three presentations. Each filmstrip was 
shown to the entire group, then dis- 
cussed in separate sections. The adult 
group invited a doctor, psychiatrist and 
social worker to lead their discussions. 

To present the facts about alcohol- 
ism, on the fourth night, the church 
used the film To Your Health, produced 
by the World Health Organization of 
the United Nations. It is a delightful 
color-and-art film which summarizes 
basic information about alcohol, then 
introduces the specific problem of alco- 
holism. A member of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous commented on the film and told 
about AA, then the discussion sessions 
began. The film may be rented from 
the film libraries of the Methodist Pub- 

lishing House for $6. 

Text books used by discussion leaders 
as background included Stumbling 
Block, by Douglas Jackson, published 
by Abingdon Press, and Basic Informa- 
tion About Alcohol, by Albion Roy 
King, published by Cornell College 
Press. These are available from your 
church book store.

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asked individual members to act as re- 
source leaders, presenting topics on the 
subject, “Understanding Our Faith.” 
The pastor met with the class each time 
as a special resource person. 

Here are some of the text books the 
resource leaders used, Many of them 
contain discussions, suggestions and 
leader’s guides, For the study on “Alco- 
hol and the Bible,” the leader chose 
Does the Bible Encourage the Use of 
Wine? by Rollin Walker. (Copies are 
50 cents each from Service Dept., 100 
Maryland Ave. N.E., Washington 2, 
D.C.) At the close of that session, 
members of the class were given leaflets 
titled “What The Bible Says About 
Alcohol.” ($1.25 per 100), Author of 
the leaflet is Charles Layman, another 
recognized Bible scholar, Extra copies 
were placed in the literature rack of 
the church for others to use. 

The study on Alcohol and Christian 
Ethics was based on the book Should 
Christians Drink? by Everett Tilson, 
published by Abingdon Press. Again a 
leaflet was passed out for further study 
titled “Aicohol and the Human Spirit” 
by Gerald O. McCulloh. (Available 
from Service Dept., $3 per 100). 

The leader for the Sunday on “Alco- 
hol and the Churches” asked each 
member of the class to visit with a dif- 
ferent clergyman in the community to 
see what his church’s position was on 
drinking, drunkenness and alcoholism. 
They visited Catholic and Jewish 
clergymen, and Protestant ministers of 
several denominations. Next Sunday 
each reported, and the varying posi- 
tions were discussed. 

For the final session on “Our Church 
Today,” the class used the fourth film- 
strip in the Basic Information About 
Alcohol series. Then the pastor com- 
mented on the filmstrip before leading 
a discussion on their church’s official 
position regarding alcohol use, and the 
responsibility of church members re- 
garding that position. 

The study in New York on “Freedom 
to Choose” was one of the most inter- 
esting. Faced by social pressures to 
drink, the young people were much 
interested in studying and experiencing 
ways to meet those pressures success- 
fully, without losing their friends. 

The first session began with a Coro- 
net Film, How to Say No, which is de- 
signed for teenagers. It portrayed sev- 
eral social situations in which young 
people might find it difficult to say 
“no” gracefully, then suggested some 
solutions to the problems. After the film, 
the group role-played the situations 
themselves, taking turns answering the 
questions and meeting the objections of 
their friends. As they left, each was 
given a copy of the leaflet “How to 
Say No.” ($1.75 per 100 from the 
Service Dept.). 

By the second session the young peo- 


ple had become adept at role playing. 
So several small groups acted out and 
discussed what a “Christian attitude” 
should be toward others who might not 
agree. They talked about some of the 
blocks to communication which exist 
between people, and how Christian un- 
derstanding and love can bridge them, 

On the third evening, the group used 
an unusual film on moral choices de- 
veloped for young people of the Meth- 
odist Church, but applicable to all 
denominations. In the film Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam outlines those princi- 
ples in the Christian faith which can 
help one decide questions of right and 
wrong. The film’s title is What You 
Ought to Want and it rents for $5 from 
the film libraries of the Methodist Pub- 
lishing House. The pastor was on hand 
as a resource person to answer ques- 
tions when things got up in the air. 

At the close of the session each young 
person was asked to examine his own 
Christian commitment and the drink- 
ing practice, then make his own deci- 
sion on the basis of the best he knew. 

This is a very limited exposure to the 
possibilities in alcohol education. For 
more complete information, write to 
your denominational headquarters, and 
to the following agencies.

But 
does it help the community? The by- 
products are sometimes surprising. 

One of the men at a fellowship sup- 
per in Iowa liked the film To Your 
Health so much, that he rented it for 
his Service Club. They had quite a dis- 
cussion, Other service clubs heard 
about it and requested the program. 

The young people in New York be- 
came concerned enough to help start 
an Allied Youth post in their high 
school, as a fellowship for those who 
wanted to develop alcohol-free recrea- 
tional opportunities.

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tended a church study because their 
parents were having drinking problems. 
They got together and formed an Ala- 
teen group for teenagers with alcoholic 
parents. (For more information about 
Alateen write P.O, Box 1475, Grand 
Central Annex, New York 17, N.Y.) 

Adults in an Arizona church talked 
with their state legislators about set- 
ting up state rehabilitation facilities, 
got a bill started to provide rehabili- 
tation programs in several cities. 

Laymen in a Pennsylvania town 
found out that there was no alcohol 
education program in their local 
schools, They talked with the Superin- 
tendent. Now sound information is 
available to their youngsters as a part 
of the regular curriculum. 

All this may not solve the problem of 
alcoholism, On a nation-wide basis, at 
least not immediately. But remember, 
the problem of alcoholism is a very per- 
sonal problem. If you can prevent this 
catastrophe in a single family it will 
be worth your effort. 

The secret of prevention is to get 
there first, with information and spir- 
itual support, which can remove this 
stumbling block from the path of as 
many as possible. If enough people, in 
enough churches, do enough—the prob- 
lem can be solved. Let’s rush the am- 
bulance to the bottom of the cliff, but 
let us build a sturdy fence at the top to 
prevent the fall. =

lating, he is far too powerful for any 
human being to stand against. 

You may say you don't believe in 
Satan. That is only proof of his power, 
for the Bible says that the god of this 
world, the devil, has blinded the minds 
of them that believe not, lest they 
should believe in the glorious Gospel 
of Christ. There are many people, on 
the other hand, who do believe in him, 
and know something of his power. 

But look at the people on the other 
side of the valley pitched against him. 
We find a great company of Christian 
people in covenant relationship with 
God by the blood of the cross. They be- 
long to the Lord Jesus and yet when it 
comes down to it, they are absolutely 
helpless to do anything. Here is the 
church today, largely well equipped 
and organized, battle set in array, ev- 
erything planned, but when it comes 
right down to vanquishing the enemy, 
we are fighting a losing battle. 

It is interesting to note that the peo- 
ple of God in Samuel’s and David's 
time were led at that moment by a 
man who through his disobedience had 
forfeited the anointing of the Spirit of

HAPPENINGS AT THE HERALD 


All in the Family 


“Z FEEL as if she were really my own 
little girl. I love her.” 

This line is from what I have come 
to call one of my day-brightening let- 
ters—letters that bring a glow into my 
work. They express the kind of love 
which is brightening the days—and the 
vears—of homeless little children in 
Korea, Formosa and Hong Kong. 
Grateful letters from the almond-eyed 
boys and girls have brightened the 
lives of many generous Christian 
people in America! 

My responsibility is for the “Orient 
desk” of Christian Herald’s Charities 
Department—finding “foster parents” 
for destitute youngsters who can be 
accommodated in our Far East or- 
phanages as funds are made available. 
The “foster parent” supports “his” 
child by a regular contribution of $15 
a month. 

This support makes it possible for 
us to care for many children who have 
been orphaned or abandoned and left 
to fend for themselves. In 11 Christian 
Herald homes we provide the children 
with life’s basic necessities—food, cloth- 
ing, shelter—and much more. 

The children live in a family-type 
environment and each one learns to 
do certain chores. They are taught the 
importance of doing one’s share, the 
dignity of work and the importance of 
putting time to good use. 

We also teach the children how to 
play. For some who have known mis- 
ery and suffering far beyond their ten- 
der years, this presents a real challenge. 
Through the patient and watchful eyes 
of the home “mothers” they are re- 
turned to a normal, healthy childlike 
spirit through recreation and competi- 
tive play. They have pets and domestic 
animals to care for and gardens to tend 
and vegetables to grow. 

Of course, one of the most important 
things for the children is their educa- 
tion. Every child is given a primary 
education and for those who merit it, 
every effort is made to see them 
through high school although this in- 
volvés additional costs. Along with 


their academic work the children re- 
ceive vocational training to prepare 
them to be self-supporting when they 
go out into the world. Woodworking, 
machine shops and laboratories enable 
them to develop skill in many trades 
and crafts, from sewing to business 
practice, farming, carpentry and even 
electronics. 

The child’s life is rounded out 
through competitive sports. Many of 
the homes have their own baseball, 
basketball, soccer or football teams. 
Wrestling, boxing and acrobatics are 
also popular. On special Field Days 
they pit their skill against other teams. 


Tue development of individual 
crafts and talents is not overlooked. 
Drawing, painting, knitting, wood 
carving, collecting books, wild flowers, 
stamps, etc. are just a few of the many 
forms of creative activity available to 
the children to help them develop hob- 
bies and satisfy their own instinct for 
“making things.” 

Pervading all this is the spiritual ed- 
ucation of the children. They have 
daily prayers and attend Bible study 
classes. Saying Grace at meals, they 
learn to give thanks for their blessings 
and the food they receive. They de- 
velop a love for God and His goodness 
so that they attend local churches and 
Sunday schools regularly of their own 
free will and not from any sense of 
compulsion. Singing in the choirs gives 
them another joy, 

At times we are forced to turn away 
a child who needs a home because 
there just is no room. Helping one of 
these children can bring much satis- 
faction into your life and also may 
bring another life into the Fold. For 
$15 a month or $180 a year you can 
sponsor a child in one of our homes. 
Sponsors receive information about the 
child, a picture and complete instruc- 
tions for corresponding. Elsewhere in 
this issue is a coupon which you can 
send in with your initial payment to 
begin a new adventure.

A discarded hat—a man’s ragged suit 
—a look of hunger. These are all that 10- 
year-old Jung In Kwan has in the world.

God. Saul had lost contact with the 
source of all spiritual authority. Be- 
cause he was like that, the people were 
like that, and they could only fear a 
powerful enemy. Are we helpless today 
because we face Satan, bereft of spir- 
itual authority? 

Now consider the mighty deliver- 
ance which came to the people of God 
that day. Notice once more that Goliath 
wants a representative—“Give me a 
man”—for the issue will be settled by a 
representative. If ever there was a 
glimpse of the basic, glorious fact of 
the Bible, it is there. The whole issue 
is not the devil arrayed against a multi- 
tude of Christian people, but it is the 
devil against God! 

There are two pictures here: The 
first is David as a picture of the Lord 
Jesus Christ who overcame Satan at 
Calvary.

by “It is written. ... 

David was successful in his conflict 
by faith, and faith alone. “There was 
no sword in David's hand.” Saul offered 
him one, but David renounced the 
whole business because he knew that 
the victory was not by might nor by 
power, but by the Spirit of God. And 
the most wonderful thing about it is 
that the victory of David was a victory 
that belonged then to every Israelite— 
the very weakest became conqueror 
that day because of David's victory. 

What Jesus conquered at Calvary is 
shared by His people. But the van- 
quishing of the enemy is not merely 
city-wise or.nation-wise, but a personal 
triumph in my life. The vanquishing of 
the enemy of my soul who constantly 
attacks is entirely dependent upon my 
submission to David’s greater King, 
and my acceptance of the principles 
upon which He won the fight. 

I am suggesting that the reason for 
the ineptitude of the Christian church 
to tackle social problems, moral prob- 
lems, youth problems lies in that lack 
of submission to our King. What are 
we doing really to cope with the devil 
in our area today? Mighty little. 

The anointing of the Spirit came 
upon David because of his faithfulness 
in the obscurity of his home life be- 
fore he ever came out into the public 
eye. What are you like at home? Is 
your life and behaviour with your fam- 
ily one which would have His ap- 
proval? Is our ineptness caused by the 
fact that, if the curtain were drawn 
back, behind the scenes in our personal 
life we have forfeited all rights to His 
anointing and His authority? Is the 
forfeiting of His power the reason for 
our reliance upon planning and or- 
ganization and scheme and technique? 

David was anointed by the Spirit and 
sent by the Lord. The only thing that 
will give courage in the face of the 
enemy is the knowledge that God sent 
you there. Ah, but David was also 
strengthened by experience! And the 
confidence which you and I can have 
as we go out in the name of the Lord 
Jesus today is that behind us there has 
been a moment when we faced an im- 
possible situation, and the Lord stepped 
in and gave the victory. How many of 
us really believe that God is a present 
living power in our hearts today? 

David knew full well it was useless 
to imitate the enemy. It was no use be- 
ing dressed like him, or to go into bat- 
tle with Saul’s armour. He saw the 
futility of such a thing, but that rather 
he must put on the armour of God, 
and go forth in absolute faith and re- 
liance upon the power of the Lord. 

Think of what could happen today 
if in our daily lives we did just this! =

voices—all volunteer singers who live 
nearby and rehearse all year. 

This year, the Robert Shaw Chorale 
performed Bach’s B-minor Mass in 35 
American cities; the Bach Aria Group, 
composed of some of the most gifted 
voices of our age, performs Bach’s 
music in about 15 cities each year. His 
musical settings for many Christian 
hymns can be heard any Sunday in 
churches around the globe—“O Sacred 
Head now wounded,” “Jesu, Joy of 
Man’s desiring,” and many others. 

Bach’s music burns with an unquen- 
chable religious vitality. On the margins 
of many of his scores, he scribbled 
dedications: “To God Alone the Glory.” 
Even a little book of keyboard instruc- 
tion, written for one of his sons, he 
prefaced with “In the Name of Jesus.” 
To him, music was an act of worship, 
as if the notes, once out of range of 
human hearing, still ascended heaven- 
ward in a song of praise. “The sole 
object of all music,” he advised his stu- 
dents, “should be the glory of God and 
pleasant recreation.” He could no more 
have stopped composing than the robin 
could be commanded to silence. 

Bach’s inward nobility of spirit re- 
ceived rough packaging. His portraits 
show him to be thick-set, with a stub- 
born jaw that thrusts out beyond a dou- 
ble chin. His nose is massive, eyes 
squinting; the expression is that of a 
man who has tasted the bitterness of 
life along with its glories. For into the 
piety and generations of musical craft 
that molded this master went huge 
doses of humanity. The man who 
praised God in his scores also jotted on 
them his household budget. Fervor 
burned within him, but so did the con- 
stant itch to find better-paying jobs. He 
had to rely on a chancy income to sup- 
port his 20 children, 11 of whom died 
in childhood. 

Bach lived a simple life, never tra- 
veled outside of north Germany where 
he was born, He would have been as- 
tonished to hear that 200 years after his 
death he would be a fixture of the con- 
cert stage, for he had been condemned 
by the two leading music critics of his 
day. The only large commission he ever 
received was to compose a set of pieces 
for the clavichord, the “Goldberg Vari- 
ations,” to quiet an insomniac Russian 
envoy on his sleepless nights, The or- 
chestras which played Bach’s composi- 
tions were grossly inadequate, and he 
probably never heard one of his major 
works properly performed, except in 
that perfect instrument of his mind’s ear. 

Johann Sebastian Bach was born in 
1685 in the little town of Eisenach. For 
nearly 200 years his family had pro- 
duced expert musicians—town organists

and bandsmen. Such was the family 
reputation that in his part of Germany 
a musician was known as “a Bach.” 

Johann. Sebastian leamed how to 
draw a violin bow and tinkle out tunes 
on the forerunners of the piano as 
naturally as today’s youngster learns to 
mow the lawn. Orphaned at age of ten, 
he went to live with an older brother 
who, jealous of his talent, denied to 
Sebastian a collection of advanced key- 
board pieces. So, almost nightly for six 
months the boy climbed to the top shelf 
of the bookcase, put his hand through 
the grille and helped himself. He 
copied them out by moonlight and re- 
turned the book at daybreak. Then 
when he tried to make use of his prize, 
his brother heard him playing and con- 
fiscated the long-labored-over-copy. 
Johann Sebastian was left only with 
permanently impaired eyesight. 

When he was 15 he heard of good 
singing jobs available at Liineburg, so 
he hiked the 200 miles there to make 
his fortune. He stayed three years, sing- 
ing in a choir, playing in the orchestra 
and ceaselessly studying. He spent 
hours at the keyboard of organ and 
clavichord and often made the 60-mile 
trip to Hamburg on foot to hear the 
leading musicians perform. In later 
years, when asked the secret of his 
brilliance at the keyboard, he shrugged 
off praise by answering, “If you are 
equally industrious, you will be equally 
successful.” 

Bach became so expert that he was 
eventually offered the important post 
of court organist at Weimar, where he 
spent nine years, gaining a reputation 
as a masterful performer. He wrote his 
famous organ toccatas (literally, 
“touch” pieces because of the dexterity 
required to perform them) and com- 
plicated fugues which enthralled his 
listeners’ ears. His renown so spread 
that once when he visited a village 
church, not bothering to introduce him- 
self, and made the wretched organ give 
out such magnificent tones, the amazed 
organist exclaimed, “This can only be 
an angel from heaven or Bach himself!” 

But Bach was not happy in his job 
at Weimar. When an attractive offer 
came—the post of director of chamber 
music—for the Duke of Céthen, he 
told the Court of Weimar what he 
thought of it and was imprisoned for 
a month. He stubbornly refused to 
apologize, and may even have used 
his time in jail to compose a set of 
organ pieces. At Céthen, however, 
Bach had no access to a decent organ. 
So he worked on instrumental compo- 
sitions, and in this period composed 
six concertos for the Margrave of 
Brandenburg. The Brandenburg Con- 
certos are among Bach’s most skilled 
works, In each he devised a different 
grouping of instruments to play against 
the main body of the orchestra in a

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sort of musical competition. Bach never 
heard these works performed, and 
when the Margrave died 15 years 
later, the scores of the six in his estate 
were valued at less than a dollar. 

When Bach was 38, the job of or- 
ganist at Leipzig’s St. Thomas Church 
became vacant, and he applied. The 
church fathers had their eyes on other 
organists, but Bach was grudgingly ac- 
cepted. “Since we cannot get the best 
man,” they said, “we shall have to be 
satisfied with a mediocre one.” 

Bach now turned away from court 
life where lay fame and money, to take 
what was apparently a step downward, 
His base salary at Leipzig was only a 
fourth of what he had been getting, 
though he might add to it commissions 
for funerals and wedding services. The 
job was demeaning and tiresome. In 
addition to pouring. out a continuous 
stream of music, he had to teach classes 
in Latin and music and act as house- 
master for noisy youngsters in the 
church school. 

During his 27 years in Leipzig, he 
complained of “vexation, envy and per- 
szcution” by his superiors. But the pet- 
tiness of his life could not dry up the 
stream of his inspiration. In the first 
two decades there he wrote a gigantic 
body of religious music that has never 
been equaled—nearly 300 cantatas for 
every holy day in the church calendar, 
two oratorios, masses and motets, the 
St. John and St. Matthew Passions, the 
monumental B-minor Mass. 

The most impassioned human testa- 
ment ever written, the B-minor Mass 
is somewhat of an enigma. It is in Latin, 
and thus not suitable for modern Prot- 
estant services; its unwieldy length, 
about two and a half hours, does not 
allow its use in the service of the Cath- 
olic Church, Impractical music it is, 
but also a great spiritual document that 
unites faiths, Catholic and Protestant. 
One critic has said that the work re- 
minds him of “a Gothic cathedral in 
which the faithful of both confessions 
can hold out their hands to each other.” 

But the years of writing out the 
notes, studying and playing all night 
what he had written during the day, 
ruined Bach’s already weakened eyes. 
He took hope in the visit to Leipzig of 
a famous English oculist who performed 
two operations, both failures which left 
Bach blind and in shattered health. 

Yet during the time of his blindness, 
he wrote the Art of Fugue, a work of 
breathtaking intricacy and skill. It is the 
supreme example of the contrapuntal 
style that makes much of Bach’s music 
sound strange to our ears at first. The 
music we are accustomed to—popular 
songs, folk music, even much of the 
classical music of the last century—is 
constructed like an arch, with pillars of 
chords in the bass holding up a single

THE DEAN’S WATCH, by Elizabeth 
Goudge (Coward-McCann, N.Y., $4.95). 


Elizabeth Goudge continues her fine 
and unexcelled tradition in this novel of 
superb characterization and subtle plot. 

The story is set in a small town outside 
London, the center of which is the ma- 
jestic cathedral. The time is 1870, but the 
theme and characters are timeless. 

Isaac Peabody is a watchmaker, an 
artistic craftsman and a happy man, 
though he thinks religion is not for him— 
probably because Emma, his sister, with 
unjoyful demeanor epitomizes only con- 
formity to rules and regulations and not 
spiritual growth. 

The town’s watchmaker and the great- 
hearted, shy, humble, aristocratic, homely 
Dean become genuine friends. At first 
meeting they know not that spiritual 
awakening will come slowly but eventual- 
ly to Isaac through the Dean’s humble 
living, nor that the inscription on the 
watch, “Thy God hath set forth strength 
for thee” will become words like a “tower 
of strength” to the Dean. 

The greatness and the trials of both 
these men in varying degrees is set against 
contrasting characters in the story: the 
Dean’s humble spirituality, selfless service, 
love and mercy against his beautiful wife’s 
more materialistic and selfish nature; 
Isaac’s joy against the prosaic rigidity of 
his sister who could never experience con- 
tentment. Other characters in the story 
add to the depth and dimension of the 
book: Miss Montague, the legend of the 
town, a crippled woman in her 80’s who, 
though unloved as a child, gave her life 
to loving and understanding others; Polly, 
the young housemaid with the merry 
heart; Job, the young man apprenticed 
and befriended by Isaac; Bella, the child 
loved by the Dean as his own. 

The substance of Elizabeth Goudge’s 
characterization and plot gives the reader 
something unending to think about. She 
portrays weakness as well as_ strength, 
builds her novels on the minutiae of every- 
day living, and because she believes in 
the never-changing qualities of charity, 
truth and especially love—she gives us 
something to live by. A selection of Chris- 
tian Heraid’s Family Bookshelf.—R.M.E. 


THE DAYUMA STORY, by Ethel Emily 
Wallis (Harper, N.Y., 288 pp., $3.95). 


Breathtaking, heroic tale of the Ecua- 
dorian Indian girl who escaped from and 
then returned in triumph to the world’s 
most murderous tribe. These adventure 
pages are crowded with pictures and de- 
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scriptions of life under Auca spears. The 
frantic girl fled to escape death at the 
hands of her father’s killer. Here are the 
details of the slaying of the five young 
missionaries, martyred by the Dayuma’s 
tribe; but inspiring is the revelation of 
the conversion of these killers and their 
forgiveness by the widows of the slain 
men. Certainly nothing in recent mission- 
ary annals is so epic a revelation of the 
love of God as revealed in Jesus Christ 
and brought alive in pagans.—D.A.P. 


GRAND CANYON DEEPS, by Benjamin 
J. Kimber (Roadrunner Guidebooks and 
Research, P.O, Box 741, Modesto, Cali- 
fornia, 64 pp., $1.50). 


This paperback, and we anticipate no 
others, is reviewed because of its peculiar 
timeliness and, indeed, significance. A 
photographic editorial achievement that 
includes editorial content at once briefly 
illuminating and fully descriptive.

Indeed, even determined Kate 
had begun to have her doubts when her 
first role in a show called “Flying High” 
made her the brunt of the “comic” star’s 
cruel jokes about her size. Humiliated, 
Kate would have forgotten her desire for 
a career, if a young man named Ted 
Collins had not come backstage one night 
after the show to express his interest in 
recording her beautiful voice. 

Kate Smith in her life story tells how 
Mr. Collins believed in her talent and 
charm and helped make her an “American 
institution.” She also has some intelligent 
things to say about single women, educa- 
tion, television and talented young people. 
—FrANCES LEE 


A BUNCH OF OLD LETTERS, written 
mostly to Jawaharlal Nehru and some 
written by him (Asia Publishing House, 
distributed by Taplinger, N.Y., $6). 


In the present decade, volumes contain- 
ing letters to and from distinguished pub- 
lic figures (and some less distinguished ) 
have had a wide reading. In this current 
library, letters written mostly to and some 
written by Jawaharlal Nehru are generally 
of more than ordinary interest and fre- 
quently of very great significance. Mr. 
Nehru in his foreword writes that they 
“revive old controversies and almost for- 
gotten memories . . .” But they do more 
than this. They are a vivid portraiture of 
individuals and a running comment on 
history. Among the letters are those from 
Madame Sun Yat-sen, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
Mao Tse-tung, M. A. Jinnah, Sarojini 
Naidu, Lord Lothian, and, of course, Ma- 
hatma Gandhi. The reproduction on the 
back cover evokes the following comment 
from Mr. Nehru: “I think this letter was 
written soon after the incident at Luck- 
now when many of us demonstrated peace- 
fully against the arrival of the Simon 
Commission there. We were severely 
beaten by the baton and lathi blows of 
the police.” An intriguing volume.—D.A.P.

Rugged Cross” was copyrighted in 1913 
and its author, George Bennard died 
less than two years ago, Many hymnals 
do not include this gospel song, but it 
is beloved by ministers and came in 
second in the listing of ministers’ favor- 
ites. 

“What a Friend We Have in Jesus,” 
written by a Canadian who devoted his 
life to helping the poor, came out first 
in the ministerial voting, second in the 
general list. So perhaps the pulpit and 
the pew are not far apart in their taste 
for hymns. 

Ministers’ preferences on the whole 
are for the more stately, serious hymns. 
Third on their list is one often called the 
greatest hymn in the English language, 
Isaac Watts’ “When I Survey the Won- 
drous Cross.” This appeared 31st in the 
general favorites. It is quite appropriate 
that many ministers’ first preference 
was for “I Love to Tell the Story.” 

Hymn favorites differed with geo- 
graphical location. Of course it is not 
the geography which determines the 
preference but the varying religious 
backgrounds and denominational con- 
centrations in these areas, “Amazing 
Grace,” written by former slave-trader 
John Newton in 1765, is popular in 
the South. New Englanders and resi- 
dents of the Middle Atlantic states are 
very fond of a hymn written by an ail- 
ing actress, Sz rah Flower Adams— 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee.” In Penn- 
sylvania, there were more than average 
mentions of patriotic hymns. And Henry 
Francis Lyte’s calm “Abide With Me” 
was strong in the Central states. 

In a hymn poll taken by CuristiAn 
HERALD in 1953 the top favorites were: 
“The Old Rugged Cross,” “What a 
Friend We Have in Jesus,” “I Love to 
Tell the Story,” “In the Garden” and 
“Rock of Ages,” in that order. 

In 1960 we find the first two still 
in the same places, but “I Love to Tell 
the Story” has dropped to the 20th 
position. Biggest surprise in the ballot- 
ing was the fourth-place winner, “How 
Great Thou Art.” 

A newcomer to the U.S., at least in 
its present form, “How Great Thou Art” 
was written in Sweden in 1885 by Carl 
Bosberg and set to an old Swedish folk 
tune. The hymn was translated into 
several European languages including 
Russian. An English missionary, Stuart 
K. Hine, came across it in the Ukraine, 
translated it into English and sang it 
as a duet with his wife. It was popular- 
ized in this country through its use in 
the Billy Graham meetings and radio 
program. 

“Sweet Hour of Pri iyer,” also a favor- 
ite in the 1953 tabul: ition, made the

Antisocial behavior and _ personality 
change. 

Having benders. 

Hiding supply of liquor. 

Having “shakes” (tremors). 

Changing drinking pattern and/or geo- 
graphical residence in search of the 
secret of controlled drinking.

Hospitalization for drinking. 

Alcoholic lives to drink, drinks to live.

Hits bottom—gets help or goes under. 


To recognize that alcoholism is an 
illness is not to deny that there are 
complex moral issues involved, Chris- 
tian theology has held that all men are 
sinners, in that they tend to abuse that 
degree of freedom which they possess. 
It seems obvious that the pre-alcohol- 
ic’s abuse of his freedom of choice 
played some role in the causation of 
alcoholism. But, the pre-alcoholic is 
suffering from personality damage be- 
fore he encounters alcohol. A person is 
able to sin only to the extent that he has 
freedom of choice. The greater the un- 
derlying personality damage, the less 
one’s freedom. 

We have been discussing personal 
sin as the concept applies to the alco- 
holic. “Sin” is also used to describe that 
which harms personality or separates 
a man from God, Sin, in these senses, 
is obviously involved in alcoholism. 

Once the disease has developed, the 
alcoholic’s capacity for responsible liv- 
ing, so long as he drinks, is almost non- 
existent. The emphasis of those about 
him should be on his responsibility for 
seeking treatment which will allow him 
to learn to live without alcohol. The 
alcoholic should be urged and encour- 
aged to seek that help. 

The sickness conception of alcoholism 
is the only valid starting point for 
either the prevention or treatment of 
alcoholism. Yet, it is essential to realize 
that it is a special kind of sickness. As 
is true of most emotional illnesses, the 
person must have at least a partial de- 
sire for help before treatment can suc- 
ceed. If the knowledge that the 
alcoholic is sick results in over-protec- 
tion or pampering by those around him, 
it will delay his reaching the point of 
openness to help. To protect him from 
the normal, adult consequences of his 
irresponsible behavior is to shield him 
from the very experiences which may 
eventually cause him to become re- 
ceptive to help with his problem, Chris- 
tian compassion toward the alcoholic 
is abundantly appropriate. But it must 
have a quality of firmness about it. 

There is greater hope today than 
ever before for helping the alcoholic 
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How could Christianity so transform the world? 


During the early years of Christianity the terrific, revolutionary force 
of the new faith transformed people, events, the whole course of human 
existence.

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melody. Bach’s music is designed dif- 
ferently—he piled melody on top of 
melody, and all of the melodies are 
sounded at the same time, crossing one 
another, blending their tone colors, 
making a veritable aural tapestry, So 
perfect was Bach’s craftsmanship that 
when, in an experiment not long ago, 
a player-piano roll of one of his com- 
positions was reversed—so that the high 
notes became the bass and the low 
notes soared upward—the music 
sounded as melodious as before. 

Music with half a dozen melodies 
may be six times as enjoyable, but six 
times as difficult to hear—at first. By 
making a slight shift in our listening 
habits, we can learn to hear the full 
beauty hidden in Bach’s works. Play a 
recording of a Bach choral work, or 
listen carefully to one of his familiar 
organ works played in church, The 
first time you hear it, pay attention only 
to the highest melody, the soprano. 
Now listen again, this time separating 
from the strands of melody the bass 
part. Next follow the middle voices and 
concentrate only on those. Soon much 
of the music you are used to, those 
pillars of chords, will sound dull. It is 
the genius of Bach that you can listen 
to him hundreds of times, and continue 
to discover beauties previously un- 
heard. It lifts the listener out of his 
workaday world, as it must have raised 
Bach above the pettiness of Leipzig. 

Bach’s last composition was a hymn 
and one of his most stirring works. 
Suddenly in July 1750 his sight had 
miraculously cleared, then almost im- 
mediately he suffered a stroke. He died 
ten days later, but not before he had 
completed an organ arrangement of 
“When in the hour of utmost need.” It 
was a hymn of distress, but there is no 
sound of suffering in this last composi- 
tion. At the last moment Bach changed 
its title to “Before Thy Throne, O Lord, 
I Come.” He died as he had lived, prais- 
ing God in his music. It was the final, 
personal offering of one who had heard 
the chords of a heavenly harmony. ®

his condition, and to encourage him to 
do something about it. His behavior at 
times may be difficult, but they try to 
understand it as being related to his 
affliction. They do not reproach him or 
make him feel ashamed for being that 
way. As wisely as they know how, with 
all the care and consideration that the 
situation demands, they endeavor to 
bring the sufferer to a realization of his 
need for help, and to a willingness to 
seek help. They deal with him con- 
stantly in the spirit of sympathetic 
understanding and concern. 

In the same comprehending and con- 
siderate spirit, we ought to regard the 
alcoholic in our midst. Our attitude 
toward him should square with the 
idea that alcoholism, whatever its cause, 
is an ailment in which a person is un- 
able to control his drinking. 

3. One of the most important serv- 
ices a person can render in helping an 
alcoholic.is to bring everybody who is 
close to him to a sympathetic under- 
standing of his problems and his needs. 
If they should repudiate and turn 
against the alcoholic sufferer, his cha- 
grin may lead to an intensification of 
his problem. If, however, they do not 
reject him, but extend to him their 
affection and care, their encouragement 
may help him to make the turn toward 
recovery. Efforts should be made to 
help the children see the situation in 
a large and true perspective. For their 
own sakes, as well as for the sake of 
the ailing parent, they should be made 
to see that their attitudes may be a vital 
factor in his recovery. 

4, Literature about alcoholism can 
be used to help an alcoholic to recog- 
nize his condition and acknowledge his 
need of help. Books and pamphlets 
published or recommended by Alco- 
holics Anonymous are usually suitable. 

However, one should never make 
the mistake of thrusting a book into an 
alcoholic’s hand, or mailing it to him, 
or in any way forcing it upon his at- 
tention. The alcoholic resents being 
pushed into doing something about his 
problem. His sensitiveness in this mat- 
ter should be taken into account. 

The alcoholic must come to his own, 
unforced conclusions about the nature 
of his problem. The turning point is his 
decision that he needs and wants help. 

5. It is of great importance to know 
when and how to call in help in the 
person of a minister, a trusted fam- 
ily friend, or a member of Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous. Care should be taken, 
of course, in selecting a counselor who 
knows about alcoholism and how al- 
coholics should be treated, who is sym- 
pathetic and understanding in his 
relations to the afflicted person, and 
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took me in; naked and ye 
clothed me...”

doctor says that he will need care and supervision for a long time with the 


possibility of a serious operation. 


In the name of Jesus Christ who loved the children and opened the eyes of 
the blind, the JOHN MILTON SOCIETY is helping to feed, clothe, educate 
and care for blind children in 33 Christian schools in Africa, Asia, and the 
Middle East. But there are hundreds of more blind and destitute children, like 
Murad, who need love and Christian care. Won't you pray for our work and 
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interested enough to give the time re- 
quired. 

Often a minister of the family in 
which the trouble occurs is prepared to 
give the needed assistance, or if he is 
not ready himself, he may help the 
family to get in touch with someone 
who has the required knowledge and 
skill. The same can be said for the fam- 
ily physician, for a social worker, or for 
a trusted family friend. In most com- 
munities the best counselors in things 
pertaining to alcoholism are AA mem- 
bers, who know the problem from the 
inside and are committed to helping 
other alcoholics. 

It is usually wise to select and get in 
touch with someone who can give coun- 
sel well in advance of the time when 
the alcoholic is ready to turn to-an out- 
sider for help. The wife of an alcoholic, 
for example, needs to talk to an under- 
standing counselor as soon as she real- 
izes that her husband’s drinking is 
seriously out of contro]. His advice as 
to how she should deal with him and 
how she can handle situations that arise 
may be very useful. Together they can 
lay plans for bringing the counselor 
into contact with the alcoholic and for 
leading her husband to the realization 
that he needs and must seek help. 

6. Occasionally it is necessary for a 
person to take drastic action that may 
seem to be entirely negative in char- 
acter, The wife of an alcoholic, for ex- 
ample, may have to call the police to 
protect herself and the children when 
her husband is abusively and danger- 
ously drunk. Or the home situation may 
become so impossibly difficult that she 
finds it necessary to leave him tem- 
porarily. A man may be forced to place 
his alcoholic wife in a sanatorium in 
order to be free to carry on his business. 

In taking these measures, one runs 
the risk of alienating himself from the 
person he is seeking to help. There are 
times, however, when personal safety, 
the welfare of the children, and the in- 
tegrity of the home become primary 
considerations. Only those involved in 
the immediate situation can decide 
whether drastic steps are required. 

7. When an alcoholic begins to show 
an interest in getting on top of his prob- 
lem, he should be encouraged to take 
the initiative. Those who are close to 
him and trying to help should stay in 
the background. They may make sug- 
gestions as to the steps he should take, 
but as far as possible they should let 
him make decisions and undertake ar- 
rangements. He continues to be very 
sensitive about his affliction and may 
react badly to undue urging. 

When he is ready to seek sobriety, 
the alcoholic should discuss his prob- 
lem with someone who is qualified. He 
should seek competent medical help 
where this seems to be in order. Many 
alcoholics need treatment for defi- 
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ciency disorders related to prolonged 
excessive drinking. If it seems neces- 
sary, he should seek the help of a com- 
petent psychiatrist. He should make 
contact with Alcoholics Anonymous, 
For most, the Twelve Steps of AA are 
a sure road to recovery. In due time he 
should be encouraged to attend serv- 
ices in his church and to take full part 
in church-centered service and social 
activity. 

8. Sometimes those who are close to 
an alcoholic need to be cautioned 
against resenting the part that others 
play in restoring him to sobriety, They 
seem to think that he should have made 
the grade for their sakes and with their 
help alone. They do not feel that way 
when a physical ailment invades the 
family. Then they call in a medical 
doctor and rely upon him completely. 
They do not resent his services in bring- 
ing their loved one to recovery. No 
more should they resent the part that 
an AA group, for example, may take in 
helping someone near to them, 

Do not expect an alcoholic to im- 
prove or recover quickly, Sometimes 
years pass, and patience is tried to the 
extreme, before the longed-for break 
comes. The alcoholic sufferer may be 
dry for months and suddenly go on a 
drinking spree. Relapses are tragic and 
serious, but they do not mean that the 
sufferer will not recover, Sometimes a 
“slip” is useful when it convinces the 
alcoholic that he never again can touch 
alcohol. Bear with him in his long 
struggle toward sobriety. Your help 
and encouragement mean more to him 
than he will ever be able to say. 


Hymns America Loves Best 
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top five this time. Written in 1842 by 
William Walford, a blind ivory-carver 
and shopkeeper, it expresses the need 
for communion with God found in many 
of the favorites—“Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” “Abide with Me,” “I Need Thee 
Every Hour.” 

Another song of devotion, “An Even- 
ing Prayer,” which many considered a 
favorite, was the theme song for Ed- 
ward MacHugh, whom many remem- 
ber as radio’s beloved Gospel singer. 
Recently I had dinner with Rosa Rio, 
Edward MacHugh’s organist for many 
years. When she mentioned the song I 
started to sing, “If I have wounded any 
soul today, if I have caused...” She 
was surprised and pleased that I knew 
the song. 

Worship hymns played a large part 
in the listing. “Lead, Kindly Light,” 
“Fairest Lord Jesus” (also appearing as 
“Beautiful Saviour”), “Holy, Holy, 
Holy,” “Dear Lord and Father of Man- 
kind,” these beautiful, meaningful 
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hymns are greatly loved by Americans. 
Spirituals such as “Precious Lord, Take 
My Hand,” “Were You There When 
They Crucified My Lord?” “I Won't 
Have to Cross Jordan Alone” figured 
strongly in the voting. 

Often we received votes from entire 
families. It was quite obvious that al- 
though Dad may be head of the house, 
his hymn choices are not the same as 
Mother’, nor are hers the childrens’. 

It has been a great experience for me 
to record the top 12 hymns in the list, 
many of which have long been favorites 
of mine. I was sorry to see “I Love to 
Tell the Story” drop out of this class 
because I like it very much. As a Presby- 
terian minister’s son living in New York 
State I had no more than a nodding 
acquaintance with “Amazing Grace” 
and “Blessed Assurance.” But as we pre- 
pared the recording I came to love 
these as much as my old favorites. 

The recording was made with the 
certainty that these hymns are truly 
the favorites of Americans everywhere. 
[ know that churches which want to 
be sure everyone in the congregation 
will be singing on Sunday morning 
would do well to make frequent selec- 
tions from these hymns America loves 
best. 

Another suggestion is that your 
church or the community’s churches get 
together your choirs and offer your 
services to the local radio station. Pre- 
pare a program from these top hymns, 
publish it throughout the area, and 
your “Hymns America Loves Best” pro- 


gram will be long remembered.

How Soe Hep 
When Serow Comes 


By JOSEPHINE ROBERTSON 


HEN sorrow comes to the home of someone close 

to us and our church, how can we help? This 

is a question that puzzles many people. It puzzled 
Alice, a young bride. 

Soon after Alice and Jim moved into their first little 
house, the husband of a neighbor died. Alice had 
never experienced the loss of anyone close to her and 
she did not know what to do. A shy girl, she, in the 
end, did and said nothing. The first time she met the 
widow after the funeral, she was so embarrassed she 
could hardly speak and was afraid to mention the loss 
for fear of making the neighbor feel her grief afresh. 
In spite of her very real sympathy, Alice felt strained 
and guilty and tended to avoid contact with the older 
woman. 

Another young neighbor, no better acquainted than 
Alice, had promptly made up a little bouquet of her 
best roses and left it at the door with a note saying, 
“We want you to know we are thinking of you. Please 
let us know if there is any way we can help.” 

When they met, a few days later, there was no em- 
barrassment. The girl had expressed her concern, The 
widow said, “Thank you . . . it meant so much to me,” 
and there was a bond of friendly feeling between them. 

A third friend who had known the widow for many 
years, went in the house quietly and straightened it 
while the widow was away making funeral arrange- 
ments, She looked over the food situation and was 
able to make some suggestions along this line to 
friends. When she knew the widow was alone she 
dropped in, ready to listen, if that would help, assisting 
with plans and sharing the sorrow. 

Many people would like to do something to help in 
such times of grief, but hesitate, not knowing how to 
go about it, fearing to intrude, uneasy lest they do the 
wrong thing. This is particularly true in areas where 
many young couples come and go and there are few 
long-time relationships. 

Certainly there are no invariable rules of etiquette 


in the event of death, because the situation may vary 
from the incomprehensible death of a child to the 
passing of an aged person who is ready to say, in sim- 
ple faith, “Now I lay me down to sleep.” There are, 
however, procedures which have been found helpful. 
The simplest is the practical services which women 
have rendered their neighbors from time immemorial: 
helping with the household; taking over the care of 
children; seeing that food is in good supply; offering 
to house out-of-town travelers. 

A clergyman of wisdom and experience warns, 
though, that the taking over of home duties should 
not be overdone. Because there is a sudden, terrible 
vacuum following a death, a certain amount of routine 
activity can be helpful in maintaining emotional con- 
trol. It may help, too, to have people coming and 
going—not stiff, formal hat-and-glove calls, but casual 
visits by friends who behave in their natural fashion 
and come to show they care and are standing by. 

Sometimes, when callers come, they are surprised 
by the seemingly cheerful atmosphere, even laughter. 
Human emotions cannot stay at an extreme pitch in- 
definitely. 

I remember a wise, elderly Negro woman in one 
home. A caller said to her, “You must feel dreadfully 
sad.” 

“Yes,” she agreed quietly, “but I did my weeping this 
morning.” 

The surge of grief may return again and often does 
when least expected, but the sorrowing individuals 
go along, for the most part, in fairly normal fashion. 

How soon to call? Promptly, but with some relation 
to the intimacy of acquaintance, If the friend does not 
feel like talking, the visitor will be told and the fact 
that he came will be appreciated. 

In many places the custom is to call at the funeral 
parlor, rather than at the home, during hours an- 
nounced in the obituary notice. Here friends stop in 
for a few moments, (Continued on next page) 
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speak to members of the family who 
may be present, sign their names in a 
special book. A call such as this, or at 
home, before the funeral permits a per- 
sonal expression of sympathy not pos- 
sible during the formal services. 

When flowers are sent, they brighten 
the funeral parlor. A funeral without 
any can be bleak, Too many become a 
costly display that the deceased might 
have felt a sad waste. 

Sometimes it happens that, while the 
funeral parlor is crowded with floral 
pieces, the home where relatives and 
close friends come and go does not have 
a single bloom. Sending a few flowers, 
rosebuds, spring blooms or some favor- 
ite variety as a personal token to the 
home can be a thoughtful gesture. 

If the friend who is gone belonged to 
another race or faith, one need not hesi- 
tate to attend the services or to con- 
tribute in whatever way is indicated, 
even if it be a church fund. This per- 
sonal tribute will be especially appre- 
ciated by the family as an indication of 
the widespread affection and honor in 
which their loved one was held. 

Sometimes when friends live far 
away news of a death does not come 
until many weeks later. It is never too 
late, however, to write a warm letter 
of sympathy or to make a contribution, 
in memory, to some cause close to the 
friend’s longtime interest, whether a 
church memorial fund, college building 
fund, or some other cause. The amount, 
whether small or large, will be appre- 
ciated. Most organizations notify the 
family of contributions given in honor 
of the deceased. 

Young people do not always realize 
that the very elderly can be hungry for 
affection in their sorrow, They assume 
that these older, wiser ones operate on 
some different plane of living. In one 
town, when the wife of a fine old man 
in his eighties died, many friends came 
to pay tribute, but a young woman 
whom he and his wife had enjoyed 
knowing, did not come and he missed 
her. Someone dropped a hint and the 
girl came in the next morning, put her 
arms around him and gave him a kiss. 
His face lit up, his shoulders straight- 
ened, his eyes filled with tears. 

“We talked and talked,” the girl said 
later. “We felt so close.” 

Next in importance to the physical 
presence of friends, is the mail that 
comes from them. No one who has not 
suffered a loss can guess how much the 
cards and letters mean as they come in 
from friends nearby, across town or 
across the world. Sometimes whole 
facets of character or influence not re- 
alized by the family come to light in 
letters from old friends, associates or, 
perhaps, pupils, 

Some people feel that such letters are 
hard to write, but they can be very 
simple. The only requirement is that 


they express sincere feeling. Three ex- 
amples: 
Dear Helen: 

I was so very sorry to learn about Jim. 
We had been friends since school days 
and he meant a lot to me. I remember 
particularly his helping me over some 
rough spots during our Senior year. 

It must be a comfort to you to know 
how much his faith meant to him. You can 
always be proud of him. Please let me 
know if there is any way I can help. 

Sincerely, Tom 


Dear Mr. Smith: 

My husband and I want you to know 
that we are thinking of you during these 
difficult days. We are glad that we had the 
opportunity to know your gracious wife. 
We appreciated her interest in our young 
family and I, personally, will always re- 
member listening to her teach our Sunday- 
school class when I was a little girl. Please 
accept our loving sympathy. 

Sincerely, Joan Brown 

Or, in the case of the tragic death 
of a child— 

Dear Jill: 

Since I have learned about Betsy, I want 
you to know that you are in my thoughts 
and in my prayers. We do not understand 
how such things can be—at least not now 
—but I know her bright, lovely spirit will 
always be part of you. Somehow I know 
that you will have the strength to face the 
future bravely and we will look forward 
to seeing you again when you feel ready. 

Affectionately, Em 


Prorte are puzzled, sometimes, 
about sending Christmas cards after a 
death in the family. One friend told me 
that after she had lost her husband she 
received almost no conventional greet- 
ings with their wishes for a “Merry 
Holiday,” but many religious cards and 
personal notes. She appreciated this 
thoughtfulness. However another 
widow commented that her Christmas 
mail had included many of the usual 
type. “I liked getting them,” she told 
me, “because I knew that I must get 
back to normal living. It meant a lot 
when people added a few personal 
words to the printed cards.” 

There is something strange and un- 
real about the days leading to the 
funeral, Arrangements to make, mes- 
sages to send, people to see, And then 
it is over . Sometimes it seems as though 
life itself were over. Now comes the 
time to face the changed tempo of the 
home, plans for the future. Now is the 
time of the too-still house, the empty 
bed, the vacant place at the table, and 
the time when friends fall back into the 
pattern of their own busy lives. So 
many people, shocked by tragedy, rush 
to the scene—but soon forget that the 
loss is an ongoing one. Now is the time 
for the true friend to stand by. 

How? 

By dropping in during a lonesome 
evening; by telephoning just to chat; by 
inviting the friend to participate in

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church activities; by mentioning the 
deceased in natural conversation; by 
listening when there is a hunger to 
share memories; by realizing how diffi- 
cult are the “first times alone” in former 
shared activities and helping to see 
them through. 

People find it sad that their loved 
ones are so quickly and apparently 
completely forgotten by others. Words 
of appreciation, spoken long after a 
death, can be precious. I remember a 
beautiful tribute to my mother spoken 
by one who as a young man had known 
her. He said simply but eloquently, 
“She left a sweet memory.” 

Sometimes, when a friend meets 
tragedy, it is possible to find a book in 
which the author interprets a parallel 
situation. Many young parents, meeting 
heartbreak, have been strengthened by 
reading Dale Evans’ Angel Unaware. 
Elizabeth Gray Vining’s World in Tune 
holds a beautiful affirmation for a wo- 
man who has lost her husband. There 
are many such books. 

In talking with those in sorrow, two 
thoughts may be of help. The first: 
others care. The second: out of suffer- 
ing, can come the ability to help others. 

“People are so kind!” is heard again 
and again as expressions of sympathy 
come from unexpected quarters, or “It 
has been a revelation to me. I never 
knew how many people cared.” This is 
a strength-giving assurance and one 
worth emphasizing. 

Often the person who can offer the 
best comfort is one who is acquainted 
with grief. Sorrow can bear the fruit of 
understanding and the resolve to do 
something for others. How many hospi- 
tals, clinics, scholarships, research facil- 
ities, special schools and beautiful parks 
have had their origins in human sorrow! 

How can we help? In all the ways 
that reflect personality. 

I often think of what a friend told 
me after she lost her husband, “Think- 
ing back over those days, I appreciated 
the flowers and the visits at the funeral 
home, the gifts to the memorial fund, 
the letters and all those people taking 
time to come to the services, but there 
were other things—the little bunch of 
flowers left by a child on the doorstep; 
the young mother across the road who 
offered to do errands; the friend who 
said, ‘I know you have relatives coming 
and I’m sending over a cooked ham’; 
the note that came from a stranger say- 
ing she understood how it was. These 
were personal, thoughtful things that 
shone like lights in the darkness.” 

Many feel sympathy for one in sor- 
row, but that sorrowing one is not 
aware of the sympathy until it is trans- 
lated into action. This action can range 
from a large memorial gift to a pan of

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Rainbows 


By Rutn C. IkERMAN 
Scripture Reading: Genesis 9:8-17 
Hymn: “God, Who Touchest Earth With Beauty.” 


Meditation: Most of us have special memories of beautiful rainbows. Some- 
times I have the joy of seeing a rainbow from my own kitchen window. 

Neatly framed by this window is a tall mountain peak, snowy capped 
in winter, turning a strawberry pink when the rays of the sun touch it 
gently to say, “Good night.” When a rainbow appears over this mountain, 
it heads into our valley where there are groves of golden oranges. In sil- 
houette these seem the fabled bags of gold at rainbow’s end. 

Seeing such a rainbow from my own home, I stop all household tasks 
to enjoy the wonder of the delicate beauty. Standing there quietly I reflect 
on the rainbows of God, and His wonderful promise: “I do set my bow 
in the cloud, and it shall be for a token of a covenant between me and 
earth.” (Genesis 9:13) 

Our daily routine is broken occasionally by experiences which bring 
into focus the rainbows of the heart. Something happens and we see life 
through a fragile film of tears. We brush our hands to our eyes to wipe 
away the moisture so we can speak the proper word to a friend locked 
in sorrow. Or so we may take a better look at the new baby whose arrival 
has moved us so greatly. 

Sometimes the rainbow of friendship settles over our routine in such 
a way that we see life differently for a wondrous moment. Someone we 
have thought quite dull proves by an act of courage or kindness that he 
is a person of rare perception. The act of devotion arches over the sky of 
our activities, and we must pause in whatever we are doing to take a new 
look at this acquaintance suddenly turned friend. 

Or we plod along tending our gardens, pulling the weeds, softening the 
soil, applying the garden hose. Busy with a worry, we don’t really look at 
the sweetpea hedge or row of zinnias until some morning there is literally 
a “rainbow of blossoms.” Here is proof of the many gifts of God in providing 
soil, rain and sunshine to produce such beauty from the seed. It is this 
reminder of the God of the universe, which the rainbow somehow brings 
vividly into our lives. 

On the morning when we were waiting to re-enter the United States 
from Mexico, I looked up to see the rainbow arching the sky between these 
two Good Neighbor countries. One end of the rainbow hurried into the 
Mexican soil. The other beckoned us to the United States. In that moment 
I knew that God does not recognize man-made borders. Always since, I 
think of the rainbow as in His universal sky, regardless of country beneath. 

This rainbow showed me God’s equal concern for His children every- 
where by granting to all races natural beauty. Sorrows may come into the 
lives of His children wherever they live, just as the storms rage over all 
countries. But even as the rainbow appears in the sky, so understanding 
and peace come into the hearts of His children. 

It may be the kind word of a friend, the prayer of 2 ~eighborhood pastor, 
the trust of a little child that opens the clouds. What matters is that the 
burdened heart remains alert, watching the horizon for the appearance 
of rainbows. 


Prayer: Dear God, when our own lives are filled with storms of doubt, 
help us to have faith, remembering that Thou dost send the rainbow. Help 
us to turn our hearts upward so that our lives may receive and reflect Thy 
beauty. Amen.

Alcoholic beverages were served to 
those who wanted them. My friend had 
ginger ale. But his comment to me was, 
“If the board members of my church 
knew I was even at a meeting where 
drinks were served, they would demand 
my resignation.” 

Such an attitude completely ignores 
the example of our Lord (Luke 5:27- 
32). Jesus was being criticized by Phar- 
isees for being “worldly,” as many peo- 
ple think of worldliness today. He made 
an obvious point (or it seems obvious 
when removed from the present) that 
association with non-Christians was 
absolutely essential if those who were 
sick were to learn of the Physician who 
could cure them. On another occasion 
Jesus Christ was accused, bitterly, of 
being “a friend of tax collectors and 
sinners.” (Luke 7:34) 

And when He promised Simon and 
Andrew, “Follow me and I will make 
you become fishers of men,” it seems 
obvious that they would have to go 
where the fish were. In the spiritual 
realm, however, we seem to feel that 
it is enough to set up a barrel and invite 
the fish to jump into it. After a while 
the barrel filled with Christians becomes 
a discouraging place. For non-Chris- 
tians simply do not jump in. Not even 
for flashy bait. 

The second reason we have lost an 
audience for the gospel is that we have 
failed to think through and solve effec- 
tively the daily conflicts in social be- 
havior which confront us in a non-Chris- 
tian world. 

The result is that very few Christian 
people have non-Christians as friends, 
not mere acquaintances. Those who do 
have real friends among non-Christians 
are often accused of compromise. Those 
who have no non-Christian friends are 
frequently active in church, but non- 
Christians do not respond to their in- 
vitations to evangelistic meetings. For 
the invitation itself comes as an invasion 
of their life and world rather than as the 
word of a friend. 

Another result of our negative out- 
look is the false gospel that is often 
conveyed to our friends, who sense that 
Christianity is not doing certain things, 
instead of seeing that Christianity is 
Christ. In such a situation many Chris- 
tians are frustrated, feeling inferior and 
inadequate toward the world in which 
they are forced to live and work. 

What’s the answer? 

First, we must get back to the posi- 
tive Biblical teaching about worldliness 
and separation from the world. We 
must recognize that separation from the 
world is an attitude of heart, whereby 
having given our complete life to Jesus 
Christ, we view everything from His

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point of view and with His standard 
of values. It is not so much externals as 
attitude. It is “why?” instead of “what?” 

Second, we must think through, both 
personally and with other Christians, 
the social situations involving conflict, 
in which barriers tend to rise between 
us and non-Christians. We must be 
practical and pointed. 

How should we respond to invita- 
tions to do things in which we do not 
feel free to engage? A common reaction 
is to say or imply, “I don’t do that be- 
cause I’m a Christian.” This sort of an- 
swer condemns the other person. Also 
he thinks we are saying that Christianity 
is not doing whatever it is that he has 
invited us to do. 

When invitations come to activities 
in which we do not wish to take part, 
we must always recognize the good will 
of the person who invites us. He is 
really complimenting us by inviting us, 
since he wants our company. We must 
be very careful that, in refusing his 
invitation, we do not refuse him per- 
sonally, 

The best way to avoid this is to thank 
him for the invitation (for instance, to 
go out and have a drink). We might 
say, if we don't feel free to do this, 
“Thanks very much. Personally I don’t 
drink, but I'll be glad to have a Coke 
with you.” (Of course, some would not 
feel free even to enter a bar to have 
a Coke. In such a case the situation is 
more awkward and we should invite 
our friend to the soda fountain, a pros- 
pect not too appealing to him if he 
wants a beer.) 

Incidentally, if any Christian’s whole 
“testimony” would fall if he were seen 
entering or leaving a bar, I can’t help 
wondering how much of a vital testi- 
mony, based on non-externals, he really 
has. Christians might criticize him, but 
most non-Christians wouldn’t think 
twice about it. 

There is no reason for a Christian 
to feel inferior or apologetic if he 
doesn’t feel free to drink or smoke, 
etc. Many non-Christians don’t do these 
things either, nor a great many other 
things. They are in no way apologetic 
nor should they be. If they’re invited 
to play chess but are not interested, they 
don’t say, “No, thanks, I don’t play 
chess; I’m a non-Christian!” There are 
very good reasons, not associated with 
Christianity, for not smoking or not 
drinking. Research has demonstrated 
that lung cancer is demonstrably 
higher among those who are heavy 
smokers, while ihe Yale studies on al- 
coholism reveal that one out of every 
fourteen social drinkers becomes an al- 
coholic—and there is no way to deter- 
mine in advance which of any fourteen 
will be the one. The main thing to 
avoid is conveying the idea that Chris- 
tianity is not-smoking or not-drinking.

I couldn't help catching their 
bounce. This is just one of the extras 
you get from teaching. It is a zest, a 
thrill out of living.

When Duane comes home from col- 
lege and assists the minister in the serv- 
ice, we can see that every year he grows 
more toward the likeness and stature 
of our Lord Jesus as he prepares for the 
ministry.

The Greatness of God 
PSALM: 8:9; 104:1-4 

Worship is the key word for our 
October lessons. The “worth-ship” of 
God is easily hidden by human pride. 
It was God’s purpose in creation that 
men should learn how to convert its 
resources into power to serve all His 
children. Men have perverted the re- 
sources of creation to selfish use and, 
indeed, have forgotten the Creator in 
their growing mastery of His creation. 
Humanism has largely displaced true 
religion. Instead of crying out in adora- 
tion, “What hath God wrought!” men 
are saying, “What have we wrought!” 

Dr. Richard Neibuhr has well ex- 
pressed the milked-down concept of 
God and of salvation characteristic of 
much of the so-called popular religion: 
“A God without wrath called a man 
without sin, to a Kingdom without 
judgment, through a Christ without a 
cross.” When awe of God is lost there 
can be no true worship. Even the Chris- 
tian revelation of God can be perverted 
into “soft” views of God. The loving, 
forgiving Father, revealed in Jesus 
Christ, is not different from the Creator. 

When we speak of Him as “the man 
upstairs” and think of Him as indiffer- 
ent to our sinful ways, we lose our sense 
of reverence. Without it there can be no 
true worship. God’s blessings, in crea- 
tion and in redemption, must not feed 
our pride, nor dull our sense of un- 
worthiness. No easygoing acceptance 
of God’s grace will do. Worship must 
begin with acknowledgement of God’s 
greatness and our need of Him.

The Adoration of God 
PSALM 24; EPHESIANS 3:20, 21 


There is too little adoration in “popu- 
lar” religion. 

Adoration is “the act of paying honor 
to a divine being.” Our dictionaries 
seem to struggle to find words to define 
adoration clearly. “Profound venera- 
tion, intense regard and love, fervent 
devotion, profound respect mingled 
with awe and love”—these are some of 
the phrases used to help us understand 
the right attitude in which we should 
come before God. 

Too much of our prayer life is de- 
voted to petitions and not enough to 
praise and thanksgiving. When God 
revealed Himself in Jesus Christ He 
did not change. He is still the Creator 
and Sustainer of the universe. Are we 
not tempted by His grace to become 
too familiar with God? 

“He that hath no vision of eternity 
hath no hold of time.” So wrote Carlvle. 
Our whole attitude toward our daily 
lives is changed when we become 
humble before God. We think we can 
enlist God’s aid in emergencies without 
realizing daily His presence and power 
in His creation. 

Stanley Jones once described modern 
man as “throwing overboard the chart, 
the compass, the steering wheel and 
the consciousness of destination.” A 
humble sense of God’s almightiness 
will demand that we accept His direc- 
tion and purpose for our lives, every 
day, every hour. Christian ethics is not 
something apart from adoring worship, 
it is its fruit. (Continued on page 92)

Some earnest Christians do smoke 
and/or drink and many non-Christians 
do not. 

(But if you turn down a cigarette, 
do it as graciously as you’d turn down 
a candy bar, not relating your refusal 
either to Christianity or cancer.) 

Frequently, the reaction is to freeze, 
or in a condemnatory way to “take our 
stand.” It is important that we take our 
stand, but extremely important how. 

Resentment of what may be consid- 
ered rudeness is apt to carry over to 
some basic aspect of Christianity. Such 
a situation may spoil opportunities for 
personal conversion. 

Sometimes in our business or as a 
member of a club the group may decide 
on some activity over which we have 
no control, What should we do in such 
a situation as that? 

If the Christian is in a position of 
authority and. respect, he can suggest 
that perhaps some other activity ac- 
ceptable to all could be engaged in. 

Or if this is not possible, it may be 
necessary to say that personally we do 
not feel free to participate, though we 
are not attempting to legislate for the 
rest. Often there are clear-cut issues of 
moral right and wrong. Even non-Chris- 
tians acknowledge some things to be 
immoral, though they may be quite 
happy to participate in them, In such 
a case one must make very clear that 
one will not agree to what is wrong no 
matter what the group pressure is. The 
point is that controversy should be fo- 
cused on the real issues of what is right 
and what is wrong, rather than on the 
Christian’s personal customs. 

The man who stands firm on a gen- 
uine moral issue in the face of strong 
group pressure usually gains the respect 
of many members of the group, even 
though they may oppose him and even 
expel him. In such a case, however, the 
non-Christian sees clearly that the 
Christian’s attitude is inherent in his 
relationship to Jesus Christ and is not 
something which is secondary, unre- 
lated to Christianity. 

Another area in which we must do 
some positive thinking is the question 
of activities in which we can engage 
with non-Christians, These activities in- 
clude going out to do something with 
them as well as entertaining them in 
our homes. A great many wholesome 
forms of entertainment and sports exist 
music, art, athletic events, travel, 
civic meetings—in which we can en- 
gage whole-heartedly with our non- 
Christian friends without compromise. 

When it comes to entertaining at 
home or in a Christian home to which 
you have access, you'll find that non- 
juvenile games that stimulate thinking 
can be as entertaining to non-Christians 


as to Christians, Often after a well- 
planned evening of creative and stimu- 
lating activity, non-Christians have 
commented that it has been the best 
evening they’ve had in years, and that 
they were glad to realize people could 
have a good time without drinking, etc. 

When we are invited into the home 
of a non-Christian, we can explain our 
inability to play card games, for in- 
stance, and suggest something com- 
mon to all. (There are some Christians, 
however, who feel that they should 
learn to play bridge—not gamble—in 
order to win bridge players to Christ. ) 

In the practical areas of everyday 
contact with the non-Christian world 
we must very often demonstrate to our 
non-Christian “audience” that we are 
“normal” human beings before they will 
listen to us. Unfortunately many non- 
Christians have a stereotype in their 
minds about Christians which leads 
them to conclude that in order to be a 
Christian one must be an “oddball.” 
Not wanting to be an “oddball” they 
reject Christianity. There is a cost to 
becoming a Christian and a reproach, 
but we must be very careful that any 
offense given is the offense of the Cross 
and not something which is not inherent 
in Christianity or something resulting 
from an unwise approach. 

We must develop the capacity of be- 
ing interesting people. Many Christians 
have nothing to do with non-Christians 
because they are afraid and would not 
know what to say if left alone with them 
for half an hour in a social situation. 
They become so removed from the 
mainstream of life that they have lost 
touch with those things which are of 
interest to many people. A good know- 
ledge of current events, significant cur- 
rent books, and progress of the local 
ball team are some of the things that 
will keep us fresh and give us common 
ground. Getting the other person to ex- 
plain to us his business or hobby helps 
to establish rapport. 

The same principle is true in the 
community so that in addition to 
Church work it is well for one to partic- 
ipate in the Parent-Teacher Association, 
neighborhood coffee “Klatches,” one of 
the Service Clubs like Rotary or Lions, 
etc, Again the purpose is to penetrate 
the mainstream of life for Jesus Christ 
and go where the “fish” are. 

Doubtless such participation will 
occasionally confront us with social 
conflicts. But unless we are to say that 
the solution is withdrawal, and thus 
completely contradict the teaching of 
the New Testament, we must take 
these in our stride and solve them con- 
structively. 

Each of us must learn to live gra- 
ciously in a non-Christian society for 
the sake of Jesus. We are His ambas- 
sadors, but we can never be effective 
until we have an audience for the mes- 
sage we are commissioned to deliver. 
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Sunday School Problems 


PROBLEM: Tardiness 


Janet always used to arrive at class 
before I did, but then she seemed to 
lose interest and began to be very 
tardy every Sunday. Then I noticed 
many other pupils were beginning to 
straggle in; for a while it became im- 
possible to get the lesson across. 


SOLUTION: A punctual teacher 


One day I read an article about 
tardy teachers and it hit home. Though 
I wasn’t always late, I never had come 
early. Since then, I’ve found that by 
arriving 15 minutes early I have every- 
thing ready to begin on time—not only 
that, I have time to talk to early ar- 
rivers. Now my formerly tardy boys 
and girls are arriving early so they 
won't miss anything. I find that we get 
off to a good start and enjoy many 
learning experiences together that we 
didn’t have time for before. For myself, 
I keep arriving earlier and earlier, and 
get a lot more satisfaction out of my 
teaching. 


PROBLEM: The dreamer 


Peter sat and looked out the window. 
His teacher knew he wasn’t hearing a 
word of the lesson. 

“Peter,” she asked sharply, to bring 
him back to reality, “What is the mem- 
ory text?” But Peter was miles away; 
he didn’t even turn his head. And every 
Sunday was the same. 


SOLUTION: Finding the cause 


Peter’s teacher visited his home and 
by tactful questions found that Peter 
was simply worn out every Sunday 
morning. He had been sitting up till all 
hours, watching TV on Saturday nights.

Our Trust Is in God 
PSALM 121 


Mountains play a leading role in the 
Scriptures. Just name a few of them— 
Ararat, Sinai, Hermon, Horeb, Carmel, 
Tabor, Moriah, Zion, Calvary! Jesus 
was raised among the hills of Galilee. 
Nazareth is nestled in the hills and one 
can picture Jesus taking many a walk 
out of the town and over the hills. On 
a hill He was transfigured and on a 
hill He died. Mountains are an invita- 
tion to climb. They are symbols of 
aspiration. 

Ruskin called mountains “mothers 
of rivers, winds and soils.” The great 
fertile valleys would be impossible 
without the mountains to generate the 
mighty rushing rivers. Mountain 
streams carry the soil into the valleys 
and bring water to the growing crops. 
Ruskin wrote, “that part of the world 
which we are enabled to inhabit owes 
its fitness for human life chiefly to its 
mountain ranges.” 

Mountain ranges affect the climate. 
They order the currents of the winds. 
Cool breezes from the hills temper the 
heat of summer, give vitality to the air. 

This Psalm has been a long-time 
favorite. When life has seemed to level 
off into a dead monotony, the Psalmist 
reminds me to lift my eyes to the hills. 
As the mountains stand firmly in their 
place whether I look at them or not, so 
God is always in sight if I have faith 
to look up. He is changeless as the hills. 

“The Changeless Christ in a Chang- 
ing World” makes it possible to walk 
through the dark valleys of our crisis- 
prone world, joyous and unafraid.

Our Need of God 
PSALM 42:1-11 

Psalms 42 and 43 may be read as 
one. Psalm 43 is a prayer supplement- 
ing the complaints, the expressions of 
tragic need in Psalm 42. The writer was 
a descendant of a Levite, Korah. The 
story of Korah’s rebellion against Moses 
is told in Numbers 16, In I Chronicles 
9:19 one of Korah’s line is named as 
sharing in the care of the Tabernacle. 
Beginning with Psalm 42 a number 
of the psalms are gathered together, 
attributed to the Korahites. This section 
of the Book of Psalms is usually called 
Book II. The Korahites were musicians 
and poets. It is not necessary to dis- 
count David’s part in the psalms of this 
section. The Korahites were compilers 
of the hymnbook of Israel and not 
necessarily authors of all the poems. 
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Some scholars believe that Psalm 42 
was written down by a Korahite while 
in exile with David during the rebellion 
of Absalom. The location is near the 
source of the Jordan in the foothills of 
Mt. Hermon. Mt. Mizer was probably 
one of those hills, perhaps near Dan. 
It was pilgrimage time when the psalm- 
ist was accustomed to lead a devout 
band of his countrymen to worship in 
Jerusalem. He is surrounded by taunt- 
ing heathen. His longing to go was 
like the thirst of a deer chased by 
hounds. This thirst for God is universal 
though so often unrealized. Men are 
still seeking peace of mind and heart 
where they will never find it. 

Thackeray closed his Vanity Fair 
with: “Vanity of vanities! All is vanity! 
Which of us gets his desire, or, getting 
it, is satisfied?” The only water that will 
slake the thirst of human desire is 
Jesus Christ—the Water of Life.

Our Response to God 
PSALM 1; ROMANS 12:1, 2 


The belief that God’s righteous rule 
governs His creation is basic in the Old 
Testament. The First Psalm expresses 
this faith without the doubt and ques- 
tioning sometimes found in the writings 
of psalmists and prophets. In spite of 
all appearances to the contrary, in spite 
of the known sufferings and disappoint- 
ments of the righteous and the seeming 
prosperity of the wicked, righteous 
living will ultimately be rewarded. 

The First Psalm asserts this faith in 
no uncertain terms. It contrasts the en- 
during prosperity of the righteous with 
the disaster awaiting the unrighteous. 
In poetic imagery it expresses the mes- 
sage of Proverbs. (Compare with Prov- 
erbs 10-24.) There is no title given nor 
is there any reference to its source. 
Perhaps it was written as introduction 
to the Jewish hymnbook. For the Chris- 
tian interpretation of this psalm Paul’s 
letter to the Roman church is cited. 
Without Divine aid no man is right- 
eous. As Jesus told Nicodemus, we 
must be “born again.” Only an inner 
transformation will make possible any 
measure of righteous living. Of our- 
selves we cannot please God. Humble 
acceptance of God’s forgiving love in 
Christ is essential to living the good life.
